Rajoub’s comments brought 
angry reactions from Israeli gov¬ 
ernment officials arid settlers. 

. “Grave threats lead to an escala¬ 
tion and hot-headedness at a time 
when we all need to concern our¬ 
selves with calming.the atmos¬ 
phere,*’ Prune Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu said. 

“More and morel am getting the 
impression that the Palestinians do 


not want to progress and are rather 
counting on the Europeans, 
Americans, or someone else to 
come and dictate terms more to 
their liking and thus be saved the 
elementary tiling of a process of 
(Erect negotiations in the road to 
peace.” 

Noam Arnon, spokesman for the 
Hebron Jewish community, said 
Rajoub’s remarks exposed the bar-. 
baric and terrorist nature' of the 
PA. ' 

“Murderers remain murderers, 
and the babble of the Hebron 
Accord illusion has finally burst. I 


hope the government will take 
notice,” he charged. 

Aharon Domb, director-general 
of the Council of Jewish 
Communities in Judea, Samaria, 
and Gaza declared that “a terrorist 
wearing a police uniform remains 
a terrorist.” 

Domb said the council is 
demanding that the government 
and security officials sever all 
links with those who support vio¬ 
lence. 

At the Hebron press conference, 
tiie bloodstained clothes and per¬ 
sonal effects of the three 


Palestinians shot by soldiers at the 
Tarkumiya junction last week 
were displayed beside the dead 
men’s photos. 

A man who said he was an eye¬ 
witness to the Tarkumiya incident 
insisted the driver of the van had 
not intended to harm the IDF sol¬ 
diers at the roadblock. 

He claimed the van was driving 
slowly and kept going forward till 
h bit a cement block at the check- 
post. Suddenly, he said, IDF sol¬ 
diers on both sides opened Fire, 
and later, when the van door 
opened, two soldiers emptied their 


guns inside the vehicle, “finishing 
off the passengers.” 

PA Minister of Information and 
Culture Yasser Abed Rabbo said 
the Palestinians do not accept 
Israel's investigation of the affair 
and demanded that the two para¬ 
troopers involved be tried. 

“We demand a neutral investiga¬ 
tion be set up and the soldiers 
responsible punished,” he said, 
warning that failure by Israel to try 
the soldiers would be interpreted 
as encouraging soldiers to contin¬ 
ue perpetrating such crimes 
against the Palestinian people. 


"The Tarkumiya incident is for 
us a crossroad, and we will not 
remain quiet or accept the formal 
investigation carried out by the 
IDF," he charged. “I know of not 
one Israeli who sits in prison for 
killing a Palestinian ” 

During the press conference, 
Labor Party MKs Micha 
Goldman, Rail Elul, and Salah 
Tarif entered the ball and sat down 
in the first row. They heard 
Rajoub's statements, but did not 
react

Lau calls apology ‘too little too late’

Israeli leaders yesterday reacted 
with disappointment to tire Vatican 
statement, on the Holocaust, with 
Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi Yisrael 
Lau, an Auschwitz survivor, say¬ 
ing it was *100 little and too late. 

Lau praised the establishment of 
the commission which drew up die 
document, entitled ‘‘We 
Remember: A Reflection on the 
Shoah,” bat he added that the 
Church should have repeated the 
prayer traditionally recited by 
• Jews on Yom Kippun “For tire 
sins, which we have committed 
before You, we are guilty." . . 

Lau revealed that in a meeting in 
the Chief Rabbinate m Jerusalem 
j with Cardinal Edward Cassidy, 
head of dto'Vatican’s Commission 
. for Religious-Relations .with jfa 
Jews, under , whose direction the 
document fad been formulated, he 
had called for a clearstatement on 
the silence of Christianity on me 
eve of the Holocaust and during 
the war Lau said that a large part 
of die . population which earned 
out the wiling and mass desmic- 
tion had been believing Catholics.

“There is no doubt that a clear 
condemnation by the Vatican at 
that time would have had the force 
to stop the terrible things done 
during tire Holocaust," Lau said. 

He said he recalled from, his 
childhood toe anti-Jewish teach¬ 
ings of the Church. Jews had been 
afraid to walk by churches on 
Sunday, for fear of encountering 
those who emerged from anti- 
Jewish sermons, he said. . 

Lau alto criticized the failure to 
mention toe. sDentie of Pope Pius 
XIL Lau noted that toe document 
bad only praised him and made no 
mention of his "papering over* the 
sins of the Church or of his refusal 
. to meet with tbe late chief rabbi of 
Palestine, Yitzhak Herzog. 

. “You can’t speak of rectifying 
the past without identifying the 
actions, of individuals," Lau said. 

Rabbi David Rosen, director of 
the Anti-Defamation League^ 
Israel office and the ADL’sco-lun- 
son to tbe Vatican, welcomed toe 
document as "part of a histone 
process of self-criticism on the 
Jan of the Chorch of its past 
teaching and conduct.” . 

However, he also expressed 
regret-that toe ddtniment failed to 
categorically identify the direct 
link between toe Church’s histone 
•‘teaching of contempt toward me 
Jews and the cultural climate that 
-facilitated the Holocaust. - -

NOW backs Willey’s 
version of Clinton conduct

WASHINGTON (Reuters) - 
After weeks of low-key response 
to toe White House sex scandal, 
the head of one of toe top feminist 
organizations yesterday rallied 
bebind US President Bill Clinton's 
accuser Kathleen Willey. 

Patricia Ireland, president of the 
National Organization for Women, 
called Willey's version of events 
“very credible” and said Clinton’s 
conduct in the case may verge on 
sexual assault. 

“This is beyond toe idea of the 
likable rogue or the womanizer and 
really bn into sexual assault, sexual 
abuse," Ireland said on NBC’s 
Today show yesterday. “It's not 
verbal harassment, this was an 
unwanted' touching, and I think 
that’s a very serious allegation 
' against. toe president, along with 
toe allegations of covering that up.” 
. Willey, a 51-year-old former 
friend of Clinton, alleged in-court 
papers made public last week that 
Clinton fondled her breast and 
placed her hands on his . aroused 
genitalia in sr private meeting near 
toe Oval Office in 1993. 

In keeping with a scandal that 
fas been largely played out in toe 
world’s media since breaking in 
Januaiy. Willey reiterated her 
accusations cm Sunday in an inter¬ 
view on tiie- CBS program 60 
Minutes. For Ireland, Willey’s 
recounting. was different'from

other accusers’ because “unlike 
other women whose stories have 
come forward, this is a reluctant 
witness. This is a woman for 
whom there is nothing to gain." 

‘Other women" have been com¬ 
ing forward on toe national scene 
since Clinton first ran for presi¬ 
dent in 1992, when he admitted on 
national television thai he had 
caused pain in his marriage, but 
dodged questions about lounge 
singer Gennifer Flowers. He later 
acknowledged having one sexual 
encounter with her in 1977. 

Clinton also has denied accusa¬ 
tions by Paula Jones that he asked 
her for oral sex in a Little Rock 
hotel room in 3991. Jones’ sexual 
harassment suit against Clinton is 
set for trial in May, and it was this 
case that prompted sworn state¬ 
ments from Willey and Monica 
Lewinsky, a former White House 
intern, who alleged she had a sex¬ 
ual affair with the president. 

Clinton denied any sexual rela¬ 
tionship with Lewinsky, now 24, 
and denied pressuring her to cover 
anything up. As to Willey, Clinton 
said he was “mystified and disap¬ 
pointed" by her statements, saying 
he may have hugged her and 
kissed her on the forehead, but 
nothing more.. 

Feminists have supported 
Clinton because of his stance on 
abortion rights, child care and 
workplace issues including sexual 
harassment.

A concerted diplomatic effort 
yesterday took much of the sting 
out of British Foreign Secretary 
Robin Cook’s visit, but left a wide 
gap between the two sides’ views 
of tbe peace process. 

The main breakthrough that 
assured toe full gamut of official 
hospitality came when Cook, who

arrives today, agreed to be escort¬ 
ed to toe Har Homa construction 
site by cabinet secretary Dan 
Naveh and the Jerusalem 
Municipality's Amos Radian, 
instead of by toe Palestinian 
Authority's Faisal Husseini. 

“This is unobjectionable,” said 
David Bar-fllan, communications 
adviser to Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu. 

But Bar-ffian still considers 
Cook's choice of Har Homa as his 
first stop in Israel “puzzling." He 
contended that it might have been 
more appropriate had Cook gone 
to Yad Vashem or the Western 
Wail “as his first act on his first 
visit to Jerusalem as Great 
Britain’s foreign secretary." 

On his way to Cairo at toe start 
of his Mideast tour. Cook said he 
was determined to go ahead with 
toe visit ro Har Homa. In London, 
a spokesman for Prime Minister 
Tony Blair said the British leader 
stood behind Cook. 

“I am anxious to see Har Homa 
for myself.” Cook told reporters. 


“I would have thought that it 
would be in the interests of both 
parties - including the govern¬ 
ment of Israel - that I were 
informed by seeing toe situation 
for myself." 

Husseini said that Cook told 
Palestinians he would tour Har 
Homa with Israelis, then visit tbe 
adjacent neighborhood of Beit 
Sahurwith Palestinians. 

A British Foreign Office 
spokesman said that although 
Cook would not meet Husseini at 
Har Homa, toe two would meet 
elsewhere in eastern Jerusalem. 

“This compromise is not suit¬ 
able,” Husseini said, but added 
that “if he insists on going with the 
Israeli officials, he must come out 
with a statement that toe Israelis 
taking him there represent an 
occupying force." 

“Israel is trying to place obsta¬ 
cles before a British role and is 
trying to belittle toe importance of 
the British role in the peace 
process,” be told Reuters. 

Netanyahu, meanwhile, has 
vowed that Israel will begin con¬ 
struction of the neighborhood, 
where a tractor was seen clearing a 
large tract of land yesterday. 

“It has to be clear that, from our 
point of view, Jerusalem remains 
and will remain tbe indisputable, 
indivisible capital of Israel in 
which we will build communities 
for Arabs and Jews alike, includ¬ 
ing Har Homa." Netanyahu told 
reporters. 

Government officials also 
rejected Cook’s reported advocacy 
of an IDF withdrawal in toe West 
Bank which would involve hand¬ 
ing 20 percent of Area B and 20% 
of Area C over to the PA.

Most US Jews still back 
PM on peace process

A majority of American Jews still

Lawyers for victims 
wrap up Papon case

BORDEAUX (AP) - Lawyers 
for Holocaust victims and their 
families yesterday wrapped up 
their case against Maurice Papon, 
with one calling the former cabi¬ 
net minister "an impostor without 
a soul or a conscience.” 

Papon was a "link in the crimi¬ 
nal chain.” said lawyer Alain 
Levy. He said there is no differ¬ 
ence between Papon and Klaus 
Barbie, the Gestapo chief known 
as the “Butcher of Lyon.” 

"What a liar?” Papon exclaimed 
at the end of Levy’s argument. 

It was the last day oF marathon 
final arguments by some two 
dozen lawyers representing vic¬ 
tims and their families. The state 
prosecution makes its case later 
this week, ami Papon is to wrap up 
his defense next week. 

Papon, chief police inspector for 
the Bordeaux region during World 
War II and later a budget minister, 
is the highest-ranking official of 
the pro-Nazi Vichy regime to stand 
trial for complicity in crimes 
against humanity. He is accused of 
signing arrest orders that led to the 
deportation of 1,690 Jews from 
Bordeaux. They later died in 
Auschwitz. Papon maintains he 
had no major power and was just 


following orders he received from 
his boss, Maurice Sabatier, the pre¬ 
fect of Bordeaux during the war. 

He also claims he "helped the 
French Resistance during the war 
- a claim some lawyers have tried 
to disprove. 

Levy told the court that the 
Jewish Affairs department, “under 
the authority of Maurice Papon, 
directed everything, from the docu¬ 
mentation to the gathering of the 
deportees."Trying to show Papon's 
zeal, he added that to beef up the 
corn ovs, Papon and his colleagues 
deported people of nationaliries 
thaL under terms specified by the 
Nazis, weren't required to be there. 

Referring to Papon’s claim that 
he didn't know about the Final 
Solution. Levy recalled the horri¬ 
ble conditions of French trans¬ 
ports and transit camps and said: 
"Maurice Papon knew that the 
Jews were going to their deaths. If 
he didn't know about industrial¬ 
ized death, he knew about mass 
death." 

Papon responded: "You are the 
coward and the liar!” That 
prompted Judge Jean-Louis 
Castagnede to remind him that he 
is not allowed to speak until the 
last day of his trial. 

The trial, now in its sixth month, 
is expected to end late next week.

Graffiti sprayed on UK Consulate 
in protest against Cook’s visit

Graffiti against British Foreign 
Secretary Robin Cook was spray 
painted on the walls of the 
British Consulate in Jerusalem 
overnight Sunday, police said 
yesterday. 

“Robin Cook is an anti Semite" 
"Robin Cook go florae,” and “Har 
Homa is Jewish forever!" were 
written on the walls of the con¬ 
sulate branch near the Jerusalem 
train station. 

The graffiti was in response to 
Cook's plan to tour Har Homa 
when he visits today. 

He had said at first that he would 
visit the site together with 
Palestinian Authority Minister for 
Jerusalem Affairs Faisal Husseini, 
but later recanted and said he 
would make a private visit to the 
controversial site. 

Reacting to the graffiti, the 
British Consulate issued a state¬ 
ment saying it "regretted that 
some people have to express 
themselves that way. especially 
since the purpose of Cook's 
visit is to advance the peace 
process." 

A British official was quoted as 
saying, "It's a regrettable thing 
winch no doubt we'll have to clear 
up sometime, but it is not scaring 
the wits out of us."

Israel is ready to withdraw 
immediately from Lebanon if all 
aspects of UN Security Council 
Resolution 425 are upheld. Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu 
said yesterday. 

"We plan to hold a thorough 
debate on the responsibility of 
Lebanon in this regard, in the cab¬ 
inet." Netanyahu said, at a meet¬ 
ing of the Knesset State Control 
Committee's subcommittee on 
security affairs. 

"Israel is ready in every way to 
withdraw - on condition that 
Lebanon upholds the basis of [UN 
Resolution] 425, which means that 
there must be international securi¬ 
ty and peace. If this is not upheld, 
we will not withdraw." 

Committee member Uzi Landau 
(Likud) said he was in favor of a 
"step-by-step" evacuation from 
Lebanon as proposed by National 
infrastructure Minister Ariel 
Sharon. He said that “small parts" 
of the security zone - preferably 
the areas that are furthest from the 
Israeli border - could be evacuat¬ 
ed and returned to Lebanese con¬ 
trol. The Lebanese attitude toward 
Israel and its allies should then be 
examined before the next step is 
decided upon, he said. However, 
he cautioned that Israel should not 
have its hands tied by “Oslo-type" 
dates for a withdrawal. 

Defense Minister Yitzhak 
Mordechai yesterday repeated his 
pledge to try to find a way for 
Israel to withdraw from south 
Lebanon under UN Security 
Council Resolution 425. 

“I am making an effort to gain 
the help of other' countries in* the 
world, first and foremost the US. 
France and the UN secretary-gen¬ 
eral - anybody who will find a 
way to reach an agreement - based 
on the Lebanese Army and gov¬ 
ernment taking responsibility and 
preserving the rights of the south 
Lebanese residents," Mordechai 
told parliamentary reporters as he 
left the Knesset Foreign Affairs 
and Defense Committee.

Livnat appeals to US 
for Pollard release

As parr of die stepped-up gov¬ 
ernment campaign to secure 
Jonathan Pollard’s release, 
Communications Minister Limor 
Livnat last night called on the US 
to allow the convicted spy to come 
to Israel. 

US Ambassador Edward Walker 
sat in the audience at die 
Jerusalem Theater alongside some 
500 members of the Hadassah 
“Miracle Mission" group, which 
was concluding a week-long visit 
here, as Livnat made an impas¬ 
sioned plea at .die end of her 
address. 

“I must make a point of men' 
tioning the plight of one Jew, 
Jonathan Pollard, especially in 


die presence of the US ambas¬ 
sador," she said. “Jonathan has 
said that what he did was wrong. 
He has expressed deep remorse, 
but the fact of the matter is that 
after 12 years in prison, he has 
been punished more than any 
other person in American history 
for his crime. 

“It is time to let him out,” she 
said. “A presidential pardon now 
would not be seen as a compro¬ 
mise. It would serve the cause of 
justice. It would be a humanitarian 
gesture. Most of all, Mr. Wal ker - 
and I urge you to convey this to> 
the White House - enabling 
Jonathan Pollard to come to live in 
Israel with Ins wife is the right 
thing to do.” 

Uvnat’s words received a warm 


ovation from the audience and 
Hadassah president Marlene Post 
expressed admiration for her lead¬ 
ership. Last year Livnat followed 
die lead of Absorption Minister Yuli 
Edelstein and visited Pollard in his 
Burner, North Carolina prison. 

Last night Livnat also said she 
could see “no finer gift to Israel 
for its fiftieth anniversary” than 
relocating the US Embassy to 
Jerusalem. , 

Walker did not respond to 
Livnat’s remarks in his address.

Helicopter airmen buried

The two airmen who died in the 
Cohra helicopter crash, Brig.-Gen. 
Shmuel Eldar and Ll Dan Gur, were 
laid to rest yesterday in funerals 
attended by thousands, including the 
nation’s and EDF’s top leadens. 

Navy divers, aided by an under¬ 
water robot, recovered their bod¬ 
ies around midnight Sunday, over 
14 hours after their attack heli¬ 
copter split up and crashed info die 
sea northeast of Herzliya. 

Navy and air force personnel 
continued to search for and pull 
wreckage of the helicopter from 
the sea. But due to the sand storms 
and high seas, it was not possible 
to recover the main body of the 
Cobra, Channel 1 said. 

OC Air Force Maj.-Gen. Eitan 
Ben-Etiyahu yesterday appointed 
reserve colonel Israel Yahalom. a 
former commander of Palmahim 
Air Base, as head of the internal 
inquiry into the accident. 

Air force officials still believe it 
was a technical malfunction that 
caused the crash, and the IAFs 
Cobras are still grounded. 

Contact was made with Bell, the 
US company which manufactured 
the Cobra, to ay to determine 
whether the malfimction could be 
symptomatic of the whole fleet. 

“As of this moment,” said Yoni 
Gil, representative of Bell in 
Israel, “mere has never been any¬ 
thing like this in the history" of the 
Cobra.

Gondolfo and it was tire first such 
meeting, Wigoder recalled, at 
which there was an actual conver¬ 
sation and not set speeches. It was 
fee Jewish representatives who 
suggested feat the Vatican issue a 
statement on the Holocaust and a 
condemnation of antisemitism. 

Although fee pope endorsed the 
idea, there followed a three- or 
four-year delay because of fee dis¬ 
pute over fee convent at 
Auschwitz, during which UCIC 
cut off its dialogue with fee 
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BACKGROUND 
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Vatican. Then, Wigoder added, 
there were six or seven years dur¬ 
ing which the Vatican dragged its 
feet- In fee meantime, there was at 
least one major leak of a draft of 
what Jewish groups hoped might 
be the final statement. 

Thai draft eventually emerged as a 
statement by German Catholic bish¬ 
ops, which acknowledged fee guilt 
of German Catholics whose acqui¬ 
escence allowed Hitler to perpetrate 
the Holocaust. The statement said 
feat anti-Jewish attitudes in their 
church prompted "Christians in the 
years of the Third Reich not to put 
up fee necessary resistance to racist 
antisemitism. Catholics have much 
denial and guilL" 

A similar statement was issued 
by the Polish Council of Bishops. 
In the following years there came 
statements, albeit not as far-reach¬ 
ing, by the American bishops, fee 
Hungarians, and fee Dutch. The 
most recent such statement came 
from fee French Council of 
Bishops, expressing repentance for 
its silence during the Holocaust. 

Wigoder said he is convinced that 
the statement released yesterday 
had been drafted a year or two ago, 
but had no doubt been circulated 
throughout the curia and modified 
as a result of what he called “inter¬ 
nal considerations." 

He recalled that when the pope 
had issued a statement last year on 
the Hebrew Scriptures, there had 
immediately been reactions. In addi¬ 
tion, he said, what could be 
described as “conservative Catholic 


theological attitudes” probably led 
to sensitivity to every word and line. 

As for the text, Wigoder noted 
that some Jewish observers had 
expected a condemnation of Pius 
XU, something which he said will 
never happen. Others, he said, had 
expected an apology to the Jewish 
people, which might have been 
expected, considering fee statement 
of the French bishops and fee fact 
feat fee pope himself in 1990 said 
that the Church has to do teshuva. 
In yesterday’s document, he said, 
Christians are called to repentance 
for the deeds of their “brothers and 
sisters.” but nor fee Church. 

What has appeared from the doc¬ 
ument, he said, is a new Catholic 
tine which first came to tight at fee 
conference on antisemitism orga¬ 
nized by fee Vatican. The pope said 
that in fee Christian world, but not 
mi the pan of the Church itself, 
there were erroneous interpretations 
of fee New Testament regarding fee 
Jewish people. In the document. 
Wigoder said, fee line is feat it is 
not the Church that was to blame, 
but individuals who fell short of the 
Christian ideal. 

“This flies in the face of histo¬ 
ry." Wigoder said, noting it was 
fee Church fathers themselves 
who interpreted fee New 
Testament in an anti-Jewish man¬ 
ner, it was fee Church councils 
which ruled against fee Jews; and 
it was the popes themselves who 
drove fee Jews out of civilized 
life, locking them up in ghettos. 

In contrast, Wigoder noted the 
French bishops, who said that “the 
Church which we proclaim as holy 
and we honor as a mystery is also a 
sinful Church and in need of con¬ 
version.” Such a view seems to be 
rejected by fee document, he said.

Nativ’s 
secret 
activities 
to end

Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu has reportedly given 
orders to stop the clandestine 
activities of Nativ in the former 
Soviet Union and for the organiza¬ 
tion to concentrate solely on mat¬ 
ters connected with aliya. 

This decision, which is in line 
with demands voiced by the 
Mossad and General Security 
Service, emerged yesterday at a 
closed meeting of the Knesset 
State Control Committee's sub¬ 
committee on security affairs. 

The prime minister was re port¬ 
ing back to State Comptroller' 
Miriam Ben-Porat and subcommit¬ 
tee members Yossi Kaiz (Labor) 
and Uzi Landau (Likud) on the 
secret section of Ben-Porat's high¬ 
ly critical report on Nativ. 

Also present at the meeting were 
Nativ head Ya'acov Kedmi. who 
came under fire in the report's public 
part, and senior security officials 
including Col. Shimon Shapira, act¬ 
ing military aide to the premier. 

Netanyahu said he had appointed 
Industry and Trade Minister Natan 
Sharansky to implement the deci¬ 
sions of a government committee 
consisting of the various bodies 
involved in the subject and headed 
by a senior officer. The idea. 
Netanyahu stressed, is to com¬ 
pletely reorganize Nativ. 

Katz, who previously called for 
Kedmi's dismissal, said he is not 
sure the Nativ head would be able to 
implement the reorganization. 
Kedmi reportedly replied that if he 
could not live with die recommenda¬ 
tions. he would put the good of the 
state before his personal aspirations.

Shahal’s 27-year career as MK ends tomorrow

Moshe Shahal will retire from 
the Knesset tomorrow after 27 
vean; as an MK. 

Shahal, who has threatened sev¬ 
eral times in the past to leave the 
House in favor of his private legal 
practice in Haifa, surprised his 
colleagues yesterday when he 
announced his retirement from 
politics at the Labor party faction 
meetine in die KnesseL 


"The internal contradictions in 
the new parliamentary system are 
not to my liking." said Shahal, 
who is also a former police, com¬ 
munications and energy minister. 
"The new structure does not suit 
my character.’* 

Shahal asked that his friends 
•’not deliver the usual eulogies... 1 
want to quote what is written 
under a sundial in Pisa." he said: 
T count the years of light." 
Former Labor Party leader 


Shimon Peres, who said he was 
surprised by the suddenness of the 
announcement, said he knew that 
“80 MKs are needed to dismiss a 
prime minister, but I thought that 
80 signatures would be sufficient 
to prevent [Shahal] from leaving." 

He was referring to a cross-party 
petition from MKs to Shahal to 
remain on as an MK after he 
announced his intention earlier. 

Labor faction chairman Elie 
Goldschmidt described Shahal as 


“one of the best - if not the best - 
parliamentarians in Israel... This is 
die opinion of all the factions,” he 
said, “because they all signed, 
begging him to remain." 

He said that, whenever in doubt. 
Labor Party Chairman Ehud Barak 
suggested consulting Shahal on 
how things should be done. "This 
is a very sad day for us," he said. 

Taiba Mayor Rafik Haj Yihye, 
who is next on the Labor list will 
replace Shahal.

The so-called Meat Law, pre¬ 
serving the ban on the import of 
non-kosher meat, passed first 
reading in the Knesset last night 
65-18, with five abstentions. 

The amendment lifts the four- 
year date limit on the ban, which 
came into force under Yitzhak 
Rabin’s government 

As part of the Basic Law: 
Freedom of Occupation, it needed 
61 MKs to pass, and it was not 
dear until the voting took place 
that it bad that number. 

Most Labor MKs voted with 
. their feet and were not present 
after tbeir faction decided they 
could not support it but only vote 
again st , abstain or not participate. 

The government managed to 
muster enough votes after Justice 
Minister Tzahi Hanegbi answered 
a call by coalition members 
Yisrael Ba’aliya and the Third 
Way and separated the Meat Law 
from the Basic Law. 

This meant that the ban on 
importing non-kosher meat will 
have no time limit, but the four-year 
limit wiB still apply to other laws 
which might conflict with the Base 
Law: Freedom of Occupation, such 
as laws related to employment on 
Shahhat Gesher and Moledet MKs 
voted with the coalition. 

Tsomet was divided on die issue. 
Its leader, Agriculture and 
Environment Minister Rafael 
Eitan, was not present for the vote. 
A minister who votes against the 
government in a no-confidence 
motion or motion requiring a spe¬ 
cial majority must automatically 
resign from the Cabinet. 


Eitan said he opposed the bill 
and -therefore absented himself. 
“As a representative of the silent 
' secular majority in the govern¬ 
ment. 1 see the bill as a change in 
the status quo against the interests 
of the secular public." Eitan said. 

Tsomet whip Eliezer Zandberg 
voted against the law, but Omcr 
Mayor and Tsomet MK Pini 
Badash supported it. 

All Yisrael Ba’aliya MKs voted 
• in favor except for Manna 
Solodkin, who was present but did 
not participate. 

After the vote, Likud spokes¬ 
woman Ronit Eckstein said 
Labor’s decision to oppose the bill 
is a “significant and crass political 
mistake and shows hypocrisy of 
the strongest nature." 

She said the majority of the 
Israeli public supported the ban 
on the import of non-kosher meat 
and "would remember this during 
the elections. It seems that even 
the Labor Party in its desperate 
situation understands that the 
Prime Minister’s Office is grow¬ 
ing further away foam it and is 
turning into a mirage in the 
desert." 

Meretz leader Yossi Sarid said 
Labor bad again proven it is an 
absentee party. “Labor is support¬ 
ing religious coercion, which wDl 
not only get into our noses but will 
stick itself into our plates," he 
said. 

Meretz MK Amnon Rubinstein 
said the Knesset is gradually erod¬ 
ing the principles of the Basic Law.

Katz praises 
Vantinu 
decision

Prime Minisrer Binyamin 
Netanyahu yesterday seemed sur¬ 
prised when he and his govern¬ 
ment received lavish praise for 
removing nuclear spy Mordechai 
Vanunu from solitary confinement 
from State Control Committee 
chairman Yossi Katz (Labor).

“I am pleased to see that they 
weighed human rights," said Katz, 
who had made a “humanitarian" 
visit to Vanunu shortly before the 
decision was taken. “Without 
detracting from the extreme gravi¬ 
ty of his act, I hope that the next 
step will be Vanunu's release from 
prison," he said.

During the tense voting on the 
first reading of die Meat Law, 
which in effect extends without a 
time limit the current ban on the 
import of non-kosher meat, 
Yisrael Ba’aliya leader Natan 
Sharansky waited in the hail out¬ 
side. 

Only at the last moment, as the 
names of absentee MKs were 
being called for a second time, 
Sharansky came in and voted 
when it looked like die govern¬ 
ment did not have the necessary 
61 votes for the bill to pass. 

MK Yuri Stem (Yisrael 
Ba’aliya) later said Sharansky 
found the bill problematic as 
industry and trade minister 
because of the possible conflicts 
with international free trade agree¬ 
ments. 

But other onlookers saw it as a 
sign of a problem of a different 
nature - the conflict between the 
ban on the import of non-kosher 
meat and the large Russian-speak¬ 
ing public which supports the 
party and is a major consumer of

MK Sola Landver (Labor) said 
Yisrael Ba’aliya had turned its 
back on its public, and Meretz 
whip Haim Oron also said the 
immigrants’ party sold out its pub¬ 
lic. 

Stem said in response: “Sofa 
should look at her own party first 
before criticizing ours." 

Stem, who said he keeps kosher, 
added that the bill only preserves 
the current status quo which bans 
the import of non-kosher meat but 
not the sale of non-kosher meat in 
IsraeL 

“It could be considered a bill 
encouraging the local production 
of non-kosher meat," he 
quipped. 

He noted that Oran’s vote 
against the bill in this sense hurt 
the interests of Gran’s own kib¬ 
butz, which produces non-kosher 
meat products.

what uncomfortable” with it in view of the 
principle of independence between the leg¬ 
islative and judiciary authorities, but after¬ 
wards told Beilin he has not yet formed his 
opinion and still had to think about it. 

Beilin said “we meet them anyway, in 
social circles and events, and we talk infor¬ 
mally and discuss legal issues. Why not do 
it in an orderly, official procedure, which 
will be open to the media? The justices have 
already met the Knesset's Constitutional 
Committee and I don't recall any reserva¬ 
tions after that meeting.” 

The MKs raised the issue of wcunen’s equal¬ 
ity and affirmative action. Darner said there is 
no need for affirmative action in the legal sys¬ 
tem, where qualifications count rather dim 
personal connections, as in other places.

Freak weather storms hit country 


By PJWP HUDQE 

There was grit in tire eyes and 
just about everywhere else yester¬ 
day, when a sandstorm whipped 
by winds gusting at up to 90 kilo¬ 
meters an hour swept tire country. 

• Within tire space of a few hours, 
even fee most verdant places had 
taken on a desert outlook. The 
density of the sand particles in the 
air was such that even the rays of 
the sun were shrouded and turned 
into a golden glow. 

. Some experts said tire sand 
picked up by the strong winds may 
have been brought from as far 
away as fee Sahara. Others point¬ 
ed to deserts closer to home, such 
as Sinai and tire Negev. 

- The sandstorms closed regional 
airports throughout the country, 
although Ben-Gurion Airport con¬ 
tinued to operate. 

- Even worse hit were Egypt and 
i Lebanon, where the storms closed 

fee international airports in Cairo 
and Beirut, according to agency 
reports. 

According to the reports, fee 
Ferris wheel at Beirut’s fair¬ 
ground, which withstood all the 
attacks and devastation during tire 
15-year civil war, was bowled 
over by the wind. 

Cyprus and Turkey also felt the 


effects of the storm. ' 

Zvi A1 person, director of fee 
Israel Meteorological Service, 
said the sandstorm was caused by 
a hot low pressure system that 
developed oyer North Africa. 
Strong southerly winds swept the 
depression northward via Egypt 
and Israel causing the sandstorm, 
which is a rare phenomenon, but is 
more likely to occur during fee 
transitional period between winter 
and summer. 

AJperson said that such events 
occurred on an average of once 
every five years, although ibis par¬ 
ticular weather system was rarer 


than most because of tire strength 
of the winds and density of the 
sand particles. 

It was also marked by tire lowest 
atmospheric pressure recorded 
here in fee past 35 years. 

A1 person noted that the storm 
did not appear to be connected to 
El Nino. 

“We forecast at the beginning of 
tire winter that this phenomenon 
was unlikely to affect the Middle 
East, although we did not rule out 
fee possibility of some aberra¬ 
tions,” he said. 

By mid-afternoon the sand¬ 
storms tod been replaced by dri¬ 


ving rain, as the depression shifted 
from the south to a more westerly 
direction, picking up a cold front 
en route. 

The cold weather is expected to 
reach a peak tomorrow, with snow 
forecast for Ml Hennon, parts of 
tbe Golan and Galilee peaks, 
including possibly Safed. 

The rain elsewhere in the coun¬ 
try is expected to be accompanied 
by thunderstorms in places, as well 
as continuing strong southwesterly 
winds. The stormy weather is fore¬ 
cast to fee out by Thursday, 
although it will remain colder than 
usual for the time of year. 


Fishermen rescued after 7-hour ordeal 


Three fishermen were rescued after a seven-hour 
ordeal at sea when they lost control of their small 
boat off Haifa because of fee stormy weather. 

Police spokesman SupL Mosbe Nissan said fee 
fishermen had left Haifa port in their boat around 
6 a.m. The alarm was raised by friends and rela¬ 
tive when they fed not return after several hours. 

“The sea was very stormy, wife strong winds 
and big waves, especially for such a small boar in 
which they were sailing,” said Nissan. 

Coastal police and the Israel Navy were put cm the 
alert and searches mounted for the missing crew. 


“In the afternoon, around 1 pjn., a navy ship 
spotted a red flare at sea and a coastal police boat 
went to fee area,” said Nissan. “They found that 
fee fishermen bad tied their boat to a buoy, about 
three nautical miles from the coast, that marks the 
entrance for shipping to Haifa port 
“Tbe fishermen were exhausted and almost on 
their last legs when they were found,” he said. 

The coastal police towed the fishing boat back 
to Kishon harbor in tire Haifa bay. The boat had 
apparently suffered engine failure and had not 
been able to negotiate the huge waves. DJI.

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Paddy’s island 


T oday is St. Patrick's Day. It 
is a day that divides those 
who were bom and raised 
on Paddy’s island from those 
who weren't. 

Those who weren’t 
wear green hats and 
drink green beer and 
say things like 
"Begorragh, and the 
top of the morning to 
yourseir in foul 
American-! rish 
accents. They all have 
Irish grandmothers - 
that’s the outer limit of 
Irish halacha. Once 
during a three-month 
slice of life in 
Orlando, Florida. I 
noted in a diary that 
122 people had told 
me they had Irish Grandmothers - 
that's an average of 10 a week. It 
is embarrassing to be Irish in cer¬ 
tain pans of" America on St. 
Patrick’s Day. just as it must be 
embarrassing to be Italian in some 
Italian-American enclaves, or 
Israeli in Jewish-American ones. 

In New York City, the white line 
that marks the center of Fifth 
Avenue is painted green for a 
green parade. At this year’s 
Washington parade. Mayor 
Marion Barry wore a green scarf. 
He probably smokes green stuff. 
The most impressive true natives 
in the parade were a team of 
impeccably behaved Irish terriers. 



Only from America 

Ignorance abounds. Once 
when the New York Parade was 
led by Dublin's legendary lord 
mayor. Bob Briscoe, a radio 
announcer proclaimed that 
"only in America" could a Jew- 
lead an Irish parade. How about 
a native-bom Irish patriot lead¬ 
ing a pseudo-lrish-New York 
parade, dumbo? (Briscoe was 
not even Dublin's First Jewish 
lord mayor. Some 50 years 
before independence, in IS76. 
Lewis Harris overcame years of 
obstructive prejudice from the 
ruling British establishment and 
was elected by a huge majority 
of Dubliners.; America has a 
rare talent for trivializing and 
Disney-fying the national cul¬ 
tures of its former immigrants. 
It makes one applaud the French 
for their spirited fight against 
the Americanization of Europe. 

Unfortunately, what little there 
is to be seen of St Patrick’s Day- 
in Israel is of the foul American- 
hybrid variety. There are some 
new Irish pubs in Tel Aviv that 
are about as Irish as a haredi pub 
in Dublin would be. 

Cheap green balloons and U2 
blasting at a volume that kills all 
conversation, except for scream¬ 
ing in Hebrew into a score of cell 
phones, do not add up to an Irish 
evening. Barring the Irish 
embassy’s warm annual recep¬ 
tion, it’s a wasteland out there. It 
would be far better if Israelis 
ignored Si. Patrick’s Day alto¬ 
gether. Those who visit Ireland 
invariably are captivated by the 
country and the people, so why 
spoil the image by importing yet 
another tacky American invention? 


It is well known that Theodor 
Herzl said he wanted to be "die 
Charles Stewart Parnell of the 
Jews” and that Yitzhak Shamir 
took the underground name of 
Michael Collins. 
(Parnell was an 
unfortunate com¬ 
parison. He was 
destroyed by an 
internal squabble 
that wrecked Irish 
national unity for 
decades.) It is not 
so well known that 
Mayor Briscoe, 
dedicated to the 
revolutionary path 
for independence in 
both Ireland and 
Israel, was first an 
ardent fund-raiser 
for Michael Collins's IRA, and 
then for the Irgun Zva'i Leumi. 
Even less well known is an 
Irishman's original suggestion 
for a world Zionist organization - 
25 years before Herat founded iL 
In 1872. Isaac Ashe, a (non- 
Jewish) Dubliner and graduate of 
Trinity College, wrote a historic 
letter to the Jewish Chronicle 
suggesting the establishment of a 
world Zionist organization. He 
savaged a previous correspon¬ 
dent who had referred to the Jews 
as "a dead nation" and Ashe 
wrote that the Jews had all the 
right attributes to revitalize 
nationhood: "a common origin, a 
common history, a common 
faith.’’ He lamented that no orga¬ 
nization existed to bind these 
links into national aspirations. 

"The establishment of such an 
organization is obviously from a 
common-sense point of view the 
first step toward [Jewish] nation¬ 
al resurrection." 


Anatomy of a criminal

Relations between a small 
Catholic island in the north 
Atlantic and a small Jewish nation 
in an ocean of Arab states are 
understandably tenuous, but they 
do exist, and not via New York. 


Opposites - a tract 

Ireland’s Jewish community - 
mainly of Lithuanian origin - was 
never more than 5,000 strong, yet 
it has been more of a visible pres¬ 
ence in the country’s political life 
than the substantial Protestant 
minority. In the 18th century 
both Catholics and Jews were 
excluded from public service in 
Dublin. A prominent Dubliner, 
Judah Abrahams, had converted 
to Protestantism and wrote tracts 
urging his fellow Jews to follow 
suit in their best interests. 

He was slapped down by a 
fiery Donegal Catholic. John 
Toland. who in 1714 wrote a 
spirited pamphlet against the 
British demanding" equality 
before the law for all Irish. 

It was titled "Reasons for 
Naturalizing the Jews in Great 
Britain and Ireland” and was sub¬ 
titled "Containing Also a Defense 
of the Jews Against All Vulgar 
Prejudices in All Countries.” The 
late president Chaim Heraog’s 
father was a fluent Gaelic speaker 
and a close friend of the other 
revolutionary leader, Eamonn de 
Valera. He had the unique distinc¬ 
tion of being the first chief rabbi 
of two new nations, the Irish Free 
State and the State of Israel. 

However, not all Irish writers 
on Jewish-Irish affairs had the 
erudition of an Ashe or a Toland 
or a Herzog. Leave it to a jour¬ 
nalist to plumb the depths of 
ignorance. In 1949 an Irish Times 
reporter proudly announced the 
appointment of a new and a real¬ 
ly. truly.

LOS ANGELES - Except for the time he 
was stabbed in the neck, Adrian Raine’s 
involvement with violent crime has been 
strictly scientific. 

The 44-year-old University of Southern 
California psychologist has scanned the 
brains of convicted killers in California, not¬ 
ing patterns that might incline them to mur¬ 
derousness. In Denmark, he and his co- 
workers showed that babies who endured 
birth complications and were also rejected 
by their mothers were more likely than 
other babies to become violent offenders as 
young adults. On the island of Mauritius, in 
the Indian Ocean, his research team found 
that the lower a 3-year-old’s resting heart 
rate, the more likely it is the child will be an 
unusually aggressive adolescent Raine’s 
far-flung - and to some, far-fetched - stud¬ 
ies, updated recently in scientific journals, 
add to his reputation as a pioneer of a new 
approach to understanding how violent 
behavior takes hold of some people. 

His research is increasingly cited in crim¬ 
inal trials, and experts have praised his 
scholarship as being impeccable. “He’s 
extraordinarily productive," said Dr. James 
Breiling of the institute. At the same time, 
some researchers and social critics are wary 
of probing biology's role in criminal or vio¬ 
lent behavior. 

Theories of deviant behavior have been 
used to justify atrocities, from tum-of-the- 
century US programs to sterilize the "feeble¬ 
minded” to Nazi genocide. But Raine and 
other proponents of the research argue that 
many vital issues have not yet been 
addressed. Most people who live in the midst 
of poverty and unemployment do not commit 
violent crimes, they say, which only raises 
the question of what individual factors might 
spur people with the same background to 
commit mayhem. Raine is a leading propo¬ 
nent of the view that a biological predisposi¬ 
tion to violence is a clinical disorder, with 
roots in childhood or even the womb. Among 
the implications that he draws from his work 
is (hat a comprehensive approach to prevent¬ 
ing violence should include prenatal care and 
parenting services in poor communities. This 
would reduce complicated births and

improve the mother-child relations that he 
believes can influence criminal behavior. 

Equally unusual is Raine’s stance on cap¬ 
ital punishment Although he opposes exe¬ 
cuting convicted killers whose upbringing 
could have engendered a biological tenden¬ 
cy toward violence, he favors executing 
others whose past lacks such circumstances. 
His views on crime and punishment are 
informed by more than theory. 

While on vacation in Turkey nine years 
ago, he awoke in the middle of the night and 
found a knife-wielding burglar at the foot of 
the bed. The men wrestled. The altercation 
left Raine with a two-inch scar on his neck, a 
hyper-awareness of noises in the night, and 
new empathy with the victims of violence. “I 


nearly died and I wanted that man to suffer,” 
he said of die intruder, who was arrested and 
convicted. “So I can understand when people 
say, 4 0h, let’s forget the touchy-feely 
research cm crime.’” 

The most convincing of Raine’s research 
efforts, scholars say, is the newly updated - 
study in Denmark. It involves more than 
4,000 boys bom at a Copenhagen hospital 
between 1959 and 1961. The researchers 
took note of medically complicated preg¬ 
nancies and births, including difficult, feet- 
first deliveries and those requiring forceps. 
The researchers also tried to assess whether 
each mother shunned her child, as indicated 
by an abortion request or placement in foster 
care in the first year. 


Decades later, die researchers checked the 
Danish criminal registry for die now-grown 
men. Although only 4% of the subjects had 
difficult births and suffered maternal rejec¬ 
tion, they were responsible for 22% of the 
crime documented in adulthood. The long- 
running study has provided die first evidence 
that both physical and social stresses may 
interact to enhance a tendency toward crimi¬ 
nal violence many years later, Raine and his 
co-authors say. Perhaps the raosL unlikely 
possible predictor of a violent tendency that 
Raine and colleagues have uncovered is rest¬ 
ing heart rate in children, which they have 
been studying on the Indian Ocean island of 
Mauritius. It involved testing 1,795 3-year- 
olds in 1972 and 1973. When the children 
were 11, their parents filled out question¬ 
naires assessing temperament and behavior. 
Overall children who had a lower resting 
heart rate at age three were more than twice 
as likely to be categorized as aggressive at 
11, compared to those with higher heart rales. 
Paradoxical as it sounds, other researchers 
have found the same thing. 

There are two possible ways that heart rate 
might be related to aggressive behavior, Raine 
speculates. First, other studies have shown 
that a low heart rale can reflect fearlessness, a 
quality feat could not only get children into 
trouble but perhaps blunt the effect of punish¬ 
ment Second, children with a low heart rale 
might seek out excitement for stimulation; 
like well-conditioned athletes, they crave 
action - “stimulation seeking,” Raine calls il 

Although some researchers say that the 
link between heart rate and aggression is still 
too weak to mean much, Raine suggests that 
children with a low heart rate might be less 
likely to go wrong if communities provide 
creative and physical outlets, from piano 
lessons to soccer practice. But he has also 
gone so far as to suggest tests on children's 
resting heart rate, and that those at the lower 
end of the scale get special attention - per¬ 
haps even biofeedback sessions to coax fee 
heart rate higher - if other factors also point 
in the direction of aggression or delinquency. 

Raine acknowledges that his research has 
shortcomings. “A real criticism of the work 
1 do is it's too simplistic ” he said. "1 know 
that ultimately it's not feat simple. But I 
have to do this work because there is no 


‘Titanic’ graves attract tourists to Halifax

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia - 
Two days after the Titanic sank 
in 1912, a cable repair ship 
sailed from Halifax with a sad 
cargo: blocks of ice, embalming 
fluid and stacks of empty 
coffins. Two weeks later, the 
Mackay-Bennett was back, bear¬ 
ing 190 bodies pulled from the 
North Atlantic. Most of the bod¬ 
ies went unclaimed and were 
buried here. 

The graves give Halifax a 
unique bond to the disaster. And. 
along with artifacts retrieved 
from fee sea - including an intact 
Titanic deck chair - now on dis¬ 
play at a harbor-front museum, 
the city hopes to convert that tie 
into a tourist boom in this year of 
Holly wood-fueled Titanic - 

mania. 

The Mackay-Bennett was the 
first of three Halifax ships sent to 
search for fee more than 1,500 
Titanic victims. Together, the 
ships found 328 bodies - 119 were 
buried at sea and the rest were 
brought the 700 miles (1,100 kilo¬ 
meters) to Halifax. 

When the Mackay-Bennett 
reached fee disaster site on April 
20, 1912, fee crewmen were stag¬ 


gered by what they saw. “As far as 
the eye could see. the ocean was. 
strewn wife wreckage and debris, 
wife bodies bobbing up and down 
in the cold sea,” crewman 
Arminias Wiseman wrote. 

The Mackay-Bennett 's cranes, 
normally used for working on 
undersea cables, hauled bodies out 
of fee water. Other dead were 
retrieved by crewmen in small 
boats. “It was hazardous, brutal 
work." said Dan Conlin, a curator 
at fee Maritime Museum of fee 
Atlantic. "The bodies were sur¬ 
rounded by floes of ice.” 

On April 30, the Mackay- 
Bennett , dubbed by Halifax news¬ 
papers “the death ship,” 
approached the dock yards. 
Church bells tolled, flags hung at 
half-mast and hearses lined fee 


piers. 

Even in death, class barriers 
were preserved. The bodies of 
first-class passengers were 
unloaded in coffins, second- and 
third-class in canvas bags, crew¬ 
men on open stretchers. 

Onlookers lined fee route as 
hearses drove to a curling rink at 
the edge of town. Relatives and 
friends of the victims began arriv¬ 
ing to claim their dead. Of fee 209 
bodies eventually brought to the 


rink. 59 were claimed and taken 
away. The rest were buried in 
three Halifax cemeteries. 

The biggest group of Titanic 
graves - 121 - is on a slope at fee 
rear of Fairview Cemetery, over¬ 
looking a railroad yard. 

There are four rows of stone. 
markers, many wife a number 
instead of a name, and all with fee 
same date of death: April 15, 
1912. 

The stones with names reflect 
the ethnic diversity of those on 
board - halo Donati. Gustaff 
Johanns on. A few markers, bigger 
than others, have inscriptions hon¬ 
oring fee crewmen buried under¬ 
neath. 

"Each man stood at his post 
while all the weaker ones went 
by. And showed once more to all 
the world how Englishmen 
should die,” says the verse on 
Everett Edward Elliott’s grave¬ 
stone. 

One stone is marked with the 
name J. Dawson. According to 
ConJin, the man buried there is 
James Dawson, a crewman who 
worked in the engine room. 

But cemetery workers say 
teenage girls are making pilgrim¬ 
ages to the grave, connecting it 
with Jack Dawson, the fictional 


hero played by Leonardo 
DiCaprio in the film Titanic. On a 
recent morning, a few bouquets of 
flowers and a ticket from a March 
1 showing of the film lay on fee 
grave. 

“There are a lot of male third- 
class passengers buried there,” 
Conlin said. “To think about how 
their lives came to end - if people 
can sort of mix that in with their 
passion for the movie and gain 
some insights -1 think it’s a good 
thing.” 

The three Halifax ships retrieved 
not only bodies but also artifacts 
that make up the core of die new 
Titanic exhibit at the Maritime 
Museum of the Atlantic. The fea¬ 
tured item is a deck chair, made 
partly of mahogany,, with a 
restored cane seat Other items 
include a wooden newel post and 
balustrade from the ship’s grand 
staircases, part of a life jacket 
believed worn by John Jacob 
Astor, and an intricately carved 
panel from a door in fee first-class 
lounge. 

Also on display are two pages 
from a log kept by a wireless oper¬ 
ator in Newfoundland on the night 
of fee disaster. Robert Hunston’s 
handwritten notes describe 
minute-by-minute developments 


as he and two colleagues at fee 
Cape Race relay station tried to 
get help for the Titanic. 

Since the exhibit opened in 
December, visits to the museum 
have been up 100 percent, said 
Gerry Lunn, curator for visitor 
services. Some 10,000 visitors 
came in February, compared to the 
normal 3,000 to 4,000. 

The museum had been planning 
to establish a Titanic exhibit even 
before fee movie began attracting 
notice, but it hasn't been shy about 
capitalizing on fee film. "We’d be 
fools not to take advantage of 
what we knew would be incredible 
publicity," Lunn said. 

For all its Titanic links, Halifax 
was more deeply scarred by anoth¬ 
er maritime disaster. During World 
War I, five years after fee Titanic 
sinking, a French munitions ship 
and Norwegian relief vessel col¬ 
lided in fee harbor, causing the 
largest man-made explosion of the 
pre-nuclear age. More than 2,000 
people were killed, and 1,630 
buildings destroyed by the blast, 
which was felt 300 miles (500 
km.) away. Many victims were 
identified using fee same system 
developed by fee coroner who 
processed fee Titanic bodies.

Suharto swears in 
new cabinet

JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) - 
President Suharto’s new cabinet 
took office yesterday as police 
and student protesters fought 
briefly on a university campus in 
the capital.

At toe presidential palace, a 
Moslem clergyman held toe 
Koran over the heads of the min¬ 
isters as the 76-year-old Suharto 
swore them in. The only. 
Christian, Labor Minister Theo 
Sambuaga, placed his hand on a 
Bible. 

Sixteen kilometers to the south, 
police clubbed students at toe pri¬ 
vate Universitas Nasional during 
a rally against the government and 
its inability to stem inflation and 
unemployment. 

There were no reports of arrests. 
Last week, armed forces chief 


Gen. Wiranto, newly appointed as 
defease minister, warned toat 
authorities would crack down an 
protesters who break toe law. 

Several hundred students staged 
peaceful anti-government rallies 
yesterday at two campuses in 
Surabaya, 640 km. east of Jakarta. 

Last week, students at more 
than a dozen campuses in several 
cities held noisy protests against 
toe reelection of Suharto, who 
was awarded a seventh five-year 
term by a loyalist assembly. 

Under foreign pressure to 
reform the economy, Suharto 
hastily assembled a cabinet 
packed with allies that critics say 
is unlikely to push hard on reform.

Benjamin McLane 
Spock was bom May 
2. 1903, in New 
Haven, Connecticut, 
oldest of six children 
of a lawyer whose 
Dutch ancestors once 
spelled their name 
Spaak. He attended 
Yale University, where 
he joined the crew 
team and helped win a 
gold medal at toe 1924 Olympics. 

He decided on medicine after 
spending a summer as a counselor 
at a camp for handicapped chil¬ 
dren. Following graduation from 
Yale, he took his medical degree at 
Columbia University and studied 
at the New York Psychoanalytic 
Institute. 

From 1933 to 1943, he worked 
in private practice in New York 
City while teaching pediatrics at 
Cornell University. 

Spock spent two years as a psy¬ 
chiatrist in toe US Naval Reserve 
Medical Craps and was discharged 
in 1946 as a lieutenant commander. 
In 1951, after four years teaching 
psychiatry at the University of 
Minnesota, Spock joined the

University of Pittsburgh as profes¬ 
sor of child development In 1955. 

he joined the faculty 
of Case Western 
Reserve University. 
He wrote a magazine 
column for nearly 30 
years, first for Ladies 
Home Journal and 
later for RedbooL 
Spock first moved 
into ■ toe political 
limelighr.m 196%, 
warning of die possi¬ 
ble hazards posed to 
children and nursing 
mothers by atmos¬ 
pheric nuclear test¬ 
ing. He was elected 
of the National 
for a Sane Nuclear 


co-chairman 
Committee tor a 
Policy. He ran for president in 1972 
as a candidate of the Peoples Party, 
getting more than 75,000 votes. 

In toe 1970s, be wrote Raising 
Children in a Difficult Time , 
which discussed such issues as 
drugs, contraception, and day 
care. A later revision of Baby and 
Child Care, included material on 
single parents, stepparents, and 
divorce, something he learned of 
firsthand following bis own 
divorce and remarriage. 

Spock’s first marriage, in 1927 
to toe former Jane Cheney, ended 
in divorce after 48 years. They had 
two sons. His second wife was 
Mary Morgan. 


Most Moroccans would like 
to emigrate - survey 


RABAT (Reuters) - Almost 90 
percent of Moroccans in their 20s 
would like to settle abroad, 
according to an opinion poll pub¬ 
lished yesterday. 

The poll, which was printed in 
toe weekly economic newspaper 
le Journal, said that 89% of those 
aged from 20 to 29 years wanted 
to leave, and 71 % among the 30 to 
39 year age group. 

The newspaper said that toe poll 
disproved toe theory toat women 


were more attached to their envi¬ 
ronment than men. While migrants 
in the past came mainly from rural 
areas, more young city dwellers 
now wanted to emigrate, some 
73% against 69% in villages. 

The paper said it was very alarm¬ 
ing to see that 70% of graduates 
were ready to leave, “but there are 
realities (hat only the blind would 
not see, a high unemployment rate, 
blatant social marginalization and 
growing disparities." 


“Each day hundreds of young 
Moroccans undertake the risky 
journey to Europe via the Strait of 
Gibraltar.

Thirty years after the My Lai massacre 

Americans and Vietnamese pay respect to the 407 innocent villagers who lost their lives at the hands of US servicemen

MY LAI, Vietnam - Hopes for a 
bright future mingled with memo¬ 
ries of the dark* past as 
Vietnamese and Americans stood 
shoulder to shoulder yesterday to 
mark the 30th anniversary of the 
My Lai massacre. 

The featured speakers were two 
US servicemen who kept the 
tragedy from being even worse by 
landing their helicopter between 
marauding American troops and a 
small group of villagers. 

“Something terrible happened 
here 30 years ago," Hugh 
Thompson, of Lafayette, Louisiana, 
said as the crowd of more than 
1,000 surged forward to catch a 
glimpse of the pilot who has been 
hailed as a hero. 

“I cannot explain why it hap¬ 
pened. I just wish our crew that 
day could have helped more peo¬ 
ple than we did," Thompson said. 

Many in the crowd, particularly 
Vietnamese soldiers, applauded 
after the brief remarks ended the 
haJf-hour ceremony, then lined up 
to light sticks of incense at a con¬ 
crete monument showing My 
Lai’s victims - some dying and 
others comforting the dying. 

Several dozen Americans were on 
hand, both veterans and civilians. 


"We are here to pay respects to 
the dead and the living,” said 
Richard Lee Francisco, a construc¬ 
tion manager from Seattle who 
lives with his Vietnamese wife in 
Danang. a two-hour drive away. 

Just a few days ago, Thompson, 
gunner Lawrence Colburn and 
crew chief Glenn Andreotta - who 
was killed three weeks after My 
Lai - were belatedly honored with 
the Soldier’s Medal, the highest 
US military award for bravery nor 
involving conflict with the enemy. 

On Sunday, Thompson and 
Colburn had an emotional reunion 
with two of the women they 
helped save. Later, as they toured 
the memorial, a woman who sur¬ 
vived the massacre came up to 
shake hands and talk, just a few 
feet from the ditch where she had 
lain under a pile of bodies for 
hours. 

But a hoped-for reunion did not 
occur with a young boy who was 
injured and covered with blood 
when Thompson plucked him 
from a pile of bodies. The boy is 
36 now and serving a five-year jail 
term for theft Village officials say 
he is a walking casualty of My Lai. 

Colburn. of Woodstock, 
Georgia, was making his first 
return to My Lai for the anniver¬ 
sary. In his address Monday, he

lamented the loss of Andreotta and 
offered sympathy “to every family 
of every* veteran who has paid the 


same sacrifice. May we never for¬ 
get again the heartbreak and bru¬ 
tality of war.” Colburn said- “1 


believe in ray heart and I pray to 
God we can achieve peace on 
earth.” 


But Hoan Ngoc TVan, vice chair¬ 
man of the People's Committee in 
Quang Ngai province, pointed out 
that even as the memory of the 
Vie tnam War and My- Lai's 
tragedy fade, the road to world 
peace remains rocky. 

“The ghost of-war is.sfil haunt¬ 
ing mankind.” he said. "The 
bloody ethnic and religions 
cleansing still happens in many 
parts of die world.” - 

Tbe 2.4-hectare (six-acre) memo¬ 
rial site is a haunting place. Apeace¬ 
ful, flower-strewn park surrounded 
by rice paddies^ it features head-' 
st o ne s markin g graves and sites of 
itbwb lcirtjpg s, along with & museum 

Be^re^an^haiar guard carried 
red-and-green wreaths to the main 
status, loudspeakers blared a com¬ 
mentary Monday: “In just two 
hoars, American invaders killed 
407 people in this hamlet alone. 
The American invaders left the 
village with blood and fire and' 
mass graves.” The soldiers moved 
on to a nearby hamlet and killed 
another 97 there the same day. 

My Lai has changed over the 
years. Motorbikes vie for space on 
die paved road that once was din 
and used only by bicycles and 
pedestrians. The population has 
swelled from 8,000 in 1968 to 


more than 12,000 today, even 
though the area was further devas¬ 
tated by the war in lire years after 
the massacre. 

But just a stone’s throw away 
from tbe memorial, life goes on as 
it has for generations - in war and 
peffl-f .; Fanners cultivate rice pad¬ 
dies or use water buffalo to plow 
their small plots. 

* Mike Boehm, a Vietnam War 
veteran who visited the massacre 
site for the first time several years 
ago and was strongly moved hy 
the experience* is trying to bring 
something positive to the region. 

The Madison, Wisconsin, resident 
has helped set up a loan program for 
some local women to start their own 
businesses. On Monday, he used a 
b a mboo-han dled shovel to break 
ground for a peace park a little over 
a mile tom Jhe memorial. 

Nguyen Due Le, vice .chairman 
of die Son Tinh district, described 
it as a place where people can 
come after visiting die memorial: 
for children to play and adults to 
meditate on the. massacre. 

“With this park of peace, we 
have created a green, growing, liv¬ 
ing monument to peace.” Boehm 
said. “Let both of us, the people of 
the United States and the people of 
Vietnam, move to a new future of 
peace ” (AP)

THE CARNIVAL in Rip has just 
ended, but that's no season to put 
away toe maracas and the bongos. 
The Girl from Ipanema: The Best of 
Brazilian. Classics lives up to its 
name, which is a tall order. 

Covering 40 years of popular 
Brazilian beats (better known in 
Rio as “musica popular brasfleira,” 


or MPB). The Girl reflects how per¬ 
vasive toe Brazilian influence has 
been on toe Israeli psyche and how 
it spread onward to toe West. 

The tide cut, of course, is every¬ 
one’s favorite cocktail bar shmaltz. 
Performed here by Stan Getz, who 
covered the song written by die 
fathers of modem Brazilian pop, 
Antonio Carlos Jobizn and Vinicius 
de Moraes. “The Girl from 
Ipanema” introduced the bossa 
nova sound to the US. The song 
undoubtedly contributed to toe sex¬ 
ual revolution in 1960s middle 


America with its sultry yet 
un threatening beat which induced 
suburbanites to swap mates and buy 
flamingos for their lawn. 

Fans of Paul Simon's Rhythm of 
die Sabas will quickly recognize its 
roots in Ejigbo’s “Una historia de 
Ifa,” a prime example of the native 
Bahia drum beaL 

Those tunes that have influenced 
Israel are also amply represented. 
Jobim and Elis Regina's duet 
“Agua de Marco” was later covered 
by Gidi Gov and Miki Kami as 
“Keshe hageshem yavo.” Jorge 


Ben's “Pais tropical," performed 
here by Fio Maravilha, was 
revamped by Yehudit Ravitz as 
"Eretz tropit vafa," and she changed 
another of Ben’s tunes, “Que mar- 
avilha," to “Pnei malach." 

Capping the disc is a song that 
Israel Radio listeners will remem¬ 
ber from a couple of decades ago as 
chopped up filler music before the 
news. To hear one of Brazil’s pre¬ 
mier divas perform “Trem daz 
onze" in its entirety is a pageantry 
of sound and emotion reflective of 
the rich Brazilian experience.

J .T. Who? That's the usual 
response at the mention of 
J.T. Walsh. 

Walsh, who appeared in more 
than 60 films, died February 27 
of a heart attack at toe age of 54. 
Most recently he played toe 
scheming husband in John Dahl’s 
Red m Rock West . the. scary 
pedophile in Sling Blade , and the 
trucker terrorizing Kurt Russell 
in Breakdown. His career capital¬ 
ized on his ability to convey inno¬ 
cence and malignancy simultane¬ 
ously. He almost never stopped 
working in 33 years, yet most 
fdmgoers have a difficult time 
conjuring up his face. J.T. Walsh 
was a supporting actor, the guy 
who thanklessly keeps toe plot 
moving, keeps the spirit of the 
production on point; gives hazily 
written characters the stamp of 
individuality without stealing 
thunder from the lead players. All 
toe while suffering toe ignomm- 
iousryet unavoidable, moniker of 
“second banana.” 

Waish epitomized a classic type 
on which supporting careers are 
built: .the villain. With his uncan¬ 
ny blend of innocence and mal¬ 
ice, anonymity and menace, he 
embodied the banality of evil, 
just as Christopher Walken per¬ 
sonifies its more psychotic 
aspects, and James Woods its 
haunted, wounded side. 




Walsh’s passing invites reflec¬ 
tion; Whither the career of a sup¬ 
porting actor? He hasn’t disap¬ 
peared, but he seems in increas¬ 
ing danger of extinction, reduced 
to a wispy walk-on or a stereo¬ 
type, by the stars and special 
effects that are driving movies. 
Consider toe nominees for this 
year’s Academy'Award for best 
supporting acton two comebacks 
of waning careers, two stars grac¬ 
ing worthy productions with their 
presence, and a fresh young actor. 
What’s missing from toe list is 
the career utility man. 

The Golden Age of the support¬ 
ing actor was the late 1930s and 
1940s, when the studio system 
was in full force. MGM’s motto 
was, “More stars than there are in 
heaven.” It could easily, if less 
. poetically, have said the same for 
costars. 

The Golden Age extended into 
the 1950s, when trained actors 
could work in solid supporting 
roles. Some went on to stardom 
(James Stewart, Gary Cooper and 
Clark Gable; later, Harrison Ford 
carried on that tradition). Others, 
who lacked “star quality” but had 
a facility for playing a multitude 
of characters or just one type, 
made up the studios' stable of 
reliable supporting players. Their 
repeated use helped create toe 
.cinematic grammar of toe day. 
Not that toe grammar was always 
edifying. Alam ThmEroff equaled 


“swarthy foreigner.” Peter 
Lorre's sneering visage became a 
trope for every conniving 
German during the war years. 
Walter Brennan equaled "old 
codger.” 

But there were also the great 
character actors who transcended 
type. Think of Casablanca with¬ 
out Lorre or Claude Rains or 
Sydney Greenstreet. Imagine 
what toe great films of the 1950s 
would have been without Karl 
Malden. Arthur Kennedy, 
Anthony Quinn and Jack Palance. 

There are heirs to toe greats of 
toe Golden Age on the horizon. 
Greg Kinnear, nominated for an 
Oscar for his portrayal of a gay 
artist in As Good As it Gets, could 
be the next Gig Young, but is 
there enough honor in that for a 
young mar. with a "hot" future? 
Kevin Spacey, who won the 1995 
Oscar for the Usual Suspects, 
has toe silklness of a modem-day 
Claude Rains. Samuel L. Jackson 
is able to handle both lead and 
support. 

Time will tell whether 
Hollywood can consistently cre¬ 
ate roles worthy of their talents. 
In the meantime, next lime you’re 
at toe movies, take a little time to 
look at toe guy keeping toe whole 
cavalcade going. And try to 
remember his name, so that at 
least one less career will be rele¬ 
gated to "Who?”

Dennis Potter at the Khan 

Director Ben Levine believes that violence on the stage is

Now Levine lakes on toe high priest of strange, toe late 
Dennis Potter. His production of Potter’s Blue Remembered 
Hills opens at toe Khan on Saturday. The plav deals with toe 
games children play, except that these children are played by 
adults. Children are often heedless of the consequences of 
their actions, but so are adults, which is why Potter insisted 
on adult casting to drive the moral home. Originally broadcast 
in 1979 on the BBC as a teleplay. Blue Remembered Hills is 
about a group of children playing war games during the 
height of toe Blitz in World War~IT. The Khan production is 
set in no particular time to emphasize the idea that the games 
people play haven’t changed. Potter, who died in 1994, is 
probably best remembered for his TV series The Singing 
Detective. 

France’s Com6die Frangaise to visit 

Established in 1680 by and for the delectation of Louis XIV, 
France's Comfidie Frarupaise is the temple of classic French ’ 
theater. Four of toe 32-member company are coming from 
March 21 to 23 to present scenes from some of Motive's 
greatest comedies, including The Imaginary Invalid and 
Tartuffe. They will also present poems and scenes by 
actor/director Louis JouveL Brush up your French, because the 
presentation sponsored by the French Institute, is in French with 
no translation.

Ecstatic Israel Ballet 

Ecstasy is what happens to young lovers and to fledglings as, 
suddenly, they soar, and to the dancers of the Israel Ballet in 
Ecstasy , Berta Yampolsky’s new ballet.

Israeli officials would no doubt have 
been willing to give him a tour. But by announc¬ 
ing his intention to visit escorted by a Palestinian 
lender. Cook was making an obvious bid to 
•'.;m ngihen the Palestinian cause in Jerusalem. 

The British, as pioneers in the fields of con¬ 
tracts. should be especially sensitive to what 
r.sreements say and do not say.

.Accords not only do not prohibit Israel from 
building anywhere in Jerusalem, they explicidy 
■»:;c!ude Jerusalem from Palestinian jurisdiction 
::i die interim phase. At the same time, the 
British are decidedly lackadaisical about the 
of provisions within Oslo that the 
Palestinians have yet to implement. 

The best one can say about Cook's original 
: -.!ea for his visit is that it displays extremely bad 
manners. It would be unthinkable, for example, 
,’.*r an Israeli foreign minister to visit Belfast 
jceompanied by Gerry Adams or another IRA 
representative. Even this example does not do 
the situation justice, because the IRA is not 
making a bid for half of London, while the 
Palestinians do want to establish their capital in 
half of Israel’s capital. Jerusalem. 

Moreover, it would be considered bad form 
for an Israeli official to issue a plan, in a 
demanding tone, to resolve the conflict in 
.'inrihem Ireland. The process of outside powers 
suggesting solutions to conflicts is well-estab¬ 
lished. but it is generally based on both sides 


accepting die mediation of the third party. 

The US represents a different case. In addition 
to having automatic standing as a mediator by 
virtue of its status as the world’s only remaining 
superpower, the US has carefully cultivated its 
role through strong support for Israel while 
maintaining dose relations with the Arab worid. 

This is not to say that Europe most be demon¬ 
strably “pro-Israel" to gain standing as a media¬ 
tor in the Arab-Israefi conflict Israel would 
have no right to object if Cook acted as a friend¬ 
ly leader in both Jerusalem and Arab capitals, 
while delivering “tough" messages to both 
sides. It is possible to be “pro-Arab" without 
being “anti-Israel." 

But by provocatively taking the Arab side on 
Jerusalem, even before final-status talks begin, 
Britain seems to be trying to repair its relations 
with the Arab world at Israel’s expense. 

It is perhaps understandable that Britain 
would be looking for ways to improve its rela¬ 
tions with the Arab worid following the latest 
crisis with Iraq. Britain is certainly to be com¬ 
mended for standing with the US in its effort to 
enforce UN resolutions in Iraq. 

But an effort to contain Saddam - or better 
yet, help the Iraqi people remove him - should 
hardly be considered an anti-Arab policy. 
Saddam is at least as much a threat to his Arab 
neighbors as to Israel. 

During the Iraq crisis, the US and Britain right¬ 
ly resisted the efforts of some Arab states to twist 
the conflict into an Arab-Israeli one. 'With die 
Iraqi crisis over for now, Britain seems to be 
sharpening its policy towards IsraeL On March 5, 
Cook pointedly chose a speech m the Anglo-Arab 
Association as the opportunity to unveil Europe's 
own six-point plan to restart the peace process. 

Though the plan, and Britain's position on 
Jerusalem, are similar to American positions, 
the tone is calibrated to focus pressure mainly 
on Israel. If this is an effort to “compensate” for 
its position on Iraq, then .Britain is playing into 
a dangerous and counterproductive effort to link 
the two conflicts. 

If anything is damaging US and European 
influence in the Arab world, it is the sense that 
Saddam emerged unscathed from his showdown 
with the Western alliance. A policy of unbal¬ 
anced toughness toward Israel will neither repair 
that damage nor advance the peace process.

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Beyond the pain 


I t is virtually impossible to 
open a newspaper or turn on 
the radio these days without 
hearing about the recession. 
Businessmen, labor leaders, jour¬ 
nalists and po liticians all seem to 
agree that the country’s economic 
state is terrible, and getting worse. 
Disaster, we are told, is just 
around the corner, unless the gov¬ 
ernment takes urgent action. 

Against this background, the data 
published by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics last week is surprising. 
The bureau reported that Israel’s 
balance of payments deficit - 
which reached record proportions 
under the Rabin-Peres government 
and was universally acknowledged 
by economists as the country's 
most threatening economic prob¬ 
lem - was slashed by 32 percent in 
1997, to S3.6 billion, from $5.3b. in 
1996. Even more surprising for an 
economy in the doldrums, this 
decrease was achieved not by a 
slump in imports, but by a $1.5b. 
increase in exports. 

Most surprising of all, foreign 
investment in Israel increased by a 
whopping 42 percent in 1997, to 
$3.4b„ up from $2.4b. in 1996. 
What could foreigners find so 
attractive in a country that is not 
only wallowing in recession, but. as 
we are daily told, is also under the 
'constant threat of political violence 
due to a frozen peace process? 

The answer is that there are two 
kinds of recession. One is the col¬ 
lapse brought on by years of reck¬ 
less overspending and bad poli¬ 
cies. The other is the result of rad¬ 
ical surgery to correct such poli¬ 
cies. The latter is not necessarily 
any less painful than the former. 
The only difference is that in the 
second case, there is light at the 
end of the tunnel. And it is this 
light, symbolized by the decline in 
the balance of payments deficit, 
tbai foreign investors had in view 
in 1997. 

The Rabin-Percs years are com¬ 
monly looked back on fondly by 
business men, journalists and ordi¬ 
nary workers as years of stunning 
economic growth, when every¬ 
thing was good. Economists, 
however, were aware that the 
good life was a mirage - a tempo-

rary boom brought on by massive 
government overspending, heavy 
borrowing and high inflation, for 
which the bill was liable to come 
due all too soon. It was the equiv¬ 
alent of the man who runs up 
thousands of shekels worth of 
bills on his credit card - he can 
live high off the hog for a while, 
but when the bills come due, he

may well be facing bankruptcy. 

The Netanyahu government, 
despite all its fits and starts and 
half-hearted measures, has made a 
steady and-consistent effort over 
^be-past two years to reverse'tliis

With the able'assistance of the 
Bank of Israel, inflation was 
brought down to its lowest level in 
decades last year (6.9 percent), the 
budget deficit has been slowly but 
steadily reduced, the balance of 
payments deficit has plunged. 

In addition, progress is slowly 
being made on privatization and 
other structural reform. It has not 
been as quick or dramatic as 
Netanyahu once promised, but it 
is visible. 

For instance, a controlling stake 
in Israel’s largest bank, Hapoalim, 
has been sold off (in contrast to 
the Rabin government, which sold 
off only non-controlling stakes in 
Hapoalim and the second-largest 
bank, Leutni), and international 
phone calls have been opened to 
competition (a plan prepared by 
the Rabin government, but never 
implemented). 


THE result of all this, inevitably, 
is pain. Radical surgery usually is 
painfoL Bat ultimately, it is aimed 
at restoring the patient to health. 
Only by these painful efforts to 
lower inflation, reduce the budget 
and balance of payments deficits, 
and introduce structural reforms 
can the economy be returned to a 
path of sustainable, as opposed to 
temporary, growth. 

A day after publication of the 
Central Bureau of Statistics data 
last week, Stanley Fischer, vice- 
president of the International 
Monetary Fund, sent an unusual 
letter to Finance Minister Yaakov 
Neeman. In this letter, written as 
the IMF was completing its annual 
report on the Israeli economy for 
1997, Fischer wrote that be usually 
sends such missives to protest bad 
government policies. It was there¬ 
fore, he said, a pleasure for him to 
send a letter which contained only 
praise: for Israel’s measures to 
reduce inflation, its efforts at struc¬ 
tural reform and privatization, and 
its budgetary restraint 

Fischer and the IMF are no more 
ignorant of Israel’s slowing 
growth and rising unemployment 
than the foreign investors who 
gave the economy their vote of 
confidence iff 1997. Both, howev¬ 
er; see these, as temporary; phier 
tttimena brought on by efforts'id 
correct the previous years’ errors’ 
And both expect the temporary 
pain to give way to much stronger, 
more sustained growth in the 
future. 

It is both unreasonable and 
unfair to ask the man who has just 
lost his job to appreciate the need 
for these corrective measures. But 
from business leaders, politicians 
and the media, it is possible to 
demand a greater degree of 
responsibility. It is time for all of 
these groups to stop trying to sab¬ 
otage the government’s initiatives. 
The Netanyahu government has 
certainly made its share of blun¬ 
ders, but overall, it has been mov¬ 
ing in the right direction on the 
economic front. It deserves the 
public's support in these efforts.

Sharon’s novel idea 


A t the beginning of January, 
Defense Minister Yitzhak 
Mordecbaj came out with a 
new initiative designed to extract 
Israel from the Lebanese quag¬ 
mire. Israel, he said, would be 
willing to implement Security 
Council Resolution 425, of March 
19. 1978, which inter alia calls 
upon Israel to withdraw all its 
forces from Lebanese territory. In 
return, Lebanese forces are to 
enter the territories evacuated by 
Israel in southern Lebanon and 
ensure that the Hizbullah and 
other organizations stop their 
attacks against Israel from there. 

Mordechai's idea is not com¬ 
pletely new. Several weeks after 
his election. Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu offered an 
Israeli withdrawal from southern 
Lebanon within the framework of 
a “Lebanon first” agreement, 
although Resolution 425 in this 
instance was not mentioned. 

Then, as now, the Lebanese 
response was a categorical “no" - 
not because Lebanon would not be 
delighted to be rid of the Israeli 
presence in the south, but because 
its patron in Damascus insists on 
vetoing any son of settlement 
between Israel and Lebanon before 
Israel undertakes to return the 
Golan Heights to Syria. When 
Yitzhak Rabin offered to reach a 
separate agreement with Lebanon 
soon after the signing of the 
Declaration of Principles with PLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat in 
September 1993, he received a 
similar Lebanese response. Having 
got the message loud and clear, he 
concentrated on trying to reach an 
agreement with Syria first 
In light of the known Syrian 
position - reiterated by Damascus 
several days ago - Mordechai's 
initiative seems at first right a little 
strange, unless one views it as part

of an effort by the current Israeli 
government to {wove to the worid 
that Israel is foil of ideas and 
goodwill regarding progress in die 
peace process, and that it is foe 
Arabs who are the rejectiomsts.

The only problem with this pub¬ 
lic relations maneuver is that all 
the proposals so far officially pre¬ 
sented by Israel - on both the 
Palestinian and Lebanese fronts - 
arc proposals that no one, either in 
Jerusalem or in the foreign gov¬ 
ernments approached by it, really 
expects the other side to accept. 


IT is against tins background (hat the 
proposal made over the weekend by 
National Infrastructure Minister 
Arid Sharon, is refreshing-though 
h too might prove to be little more 
than a trick. What Sharon is propos¬ 
ing is that IsraeL start implementing 
Security Council Resolution 425 
unilaterally. 

Israel rays Sharon, should start 
withdrawing from various sectors 
in southern Lebanon, info rming 
the Lebanese government in 
advance which area it plans to 
evacuate next, and making it quite 
clear to the Lebanese leaders that 
it expects them to bring the 
Lebanese army into the evacuated 
area and contain the activities of 
the Hizbullah and other organiza¬ 


tions that are acting independently 
there today. Additional Israeli 
withdrawals will be conditioned 
on whether tire Lebanese govern¬ 
ment fulfills what Israel expects 
of it. 

Hus is certainly a novel and dar¬ 
ing idea, proving for the 
umpteenth time, to anyone who 
still needs proof of the fact, that 
whatever one might say of Sharon, 
he is one of our more original and 
im a ginati ve politicians. The only 
problem is that one never quite 
knows what his real intentions are. 

To understand just how novel 
and original Sharon's proposal is, 
one might contrast it with Rabin's 
response to Lebanese President 
Elias Harawi who, at the end of 
1994, following the signing of the 
Jordanian-Israeli peace treaty, 
proposed that Israel and Lebanon 
start negotiations on security 
arrangements along the border 
between the two countries. 

Rabin, who was skeptical about 
the seriousness of Harawi’s offer, 
answered that Israel would be 
willing to discuss the normaliza¬ 
tion of relations with Lebanon, on 
condition that die latter would first 
agree to deploy its army in south¬ 
ern Lebanon, undertake to absorb 
the soldiers of the Southern 
Lebanese Army into the Lebanese 
army, disarm the Hizbullah and 
ensure absolute quiet along 
Israel’s northern border for a peri¬ 
od of at least six months. 

While Rabin’s conditions sound¬ 
ed like a challenge he knew Harawi 
could not possibly take on, 
Sharon’s proposal looks tike a dial- 
ienge the Lebanese arc going to 
find very difficult not to accept, ft 
now re m ai n s to be seen whether 
Netanyahu' and Mordechai have the 
guts to adopt Sharon’s initiative.

W hile the Clinton admin¬ 
istration is busy trying 
to impose censorship on 
the Internet, while religious 
groups are destroying constitu¬ 
tionally protected books contain¬ 
ing photographs of naked chil¬ 
dren and while most Americans 
seem to be unconcerned about 
their loss of liberty, the First 
Amendment is alive and well in 
Coeur D'Alene, Idaho. 

The Aryan Nations, a despica¬ 
ble group of Nazi thugs, decided 
to celebrate the birthday of then- 
hero, Adolf Hitler, with a parade. 
Instead of trying to ban the Nazi 
parade as tbe town of Skokie, I1L 
did in 1978, the town of Coeur 
D’Alene came up with a creative 
solution entirely consistent with 
tbe letter and spirit of the First 
Amendment Many of their citi¬ 
zens decided to leave town and 
attend a human rights rally across 
the state line in Washington. 

They expect to raise as much as 
$1 million for human rights and 
for responding to the hate spewed 
out by Idaho’s few Nazis. When 
the Nazi creeps march down the 
streets of Coeur D’Alene, no one 
will be there. 

They will be greeted by signs in 
the windows and shops saying 
“Closed to Hate.” 

The marketplace of ideas is left 
open and Nazism is rejected on its 
demerits, rather than by some Big 
Brother or Big Sister telling 
Americans that they are not 
mature enough or intelligent 
enough to evaluate the Nazis and 
toss their ideas into the garbage 
pail where they belong. The 
answer to bad speech should 
never be censorship. It should be 
good speech. 

Contrast what Coeur D' Alene is 
wisely doing with what Skokie 
foolishly did 20 years ago. Skokie 
managed to turn a few Nazis into 
a cause celebre. The American 
Civil Liberties Union had to 
defend them - rightly, in my view. 

The Nazis were given free tele¬ 
vision time. The story was made 
into a television movie starring 
Danny Kaye. In the end, the Nazis 
who wanted to march through 
Skokie won a propaganda victory 
because they were censored. 

The Nazis who want to march 
through Coeur D'Alene will suf¬ 
fer a-propaganda defeat because

the people of Coeur D’Alene used 
the First Amendment against 
them. 

We can all learn an important les¬ 
son from the wise people of Coeur 
D’Alene. Whenever a hater like 
Faxrakhan, Falwell, Buchanan, 
Fuhnnan or the Aryan Nations 
wants to speak, let them. But do 
not let their hateful comments go 
unanswered. 

Use the occasion of their speech 
as an opportunity to teach equali¬ 
ty, justice and the American way. 
When Americans are presented 
with both sides of an issue, most 
have historically responded by 
rejecting racism, bigotry and bate; 
not always, but no country has 
been immune from these cancers. 

Colleges and universities, in 
particular, should learn from 
Coeur D'Alene's actions. Today's 
campuses have become hotbeds 
of censorship, with speech codes, 
disciplinary proceedings, and 
vague “hostile environment" sex¬ 
ual harassment rulings adminis¬ 
tered by censorial students, deans 
and presidents. 

Instead of using hateful speech 
as an opportunity to educate, 
these lazy cowards immediately 
jump to censor anything that 
offends anyone. No one learns 
anything flora shutting down the 
marketplace of ideas. But we all 
learn from opening it up to the 
widest array of viewpoints. 

Even Holocaust denial speech - 
wnong the most offensive imag¬ 
inable - should not be censored It 
should, however, stimulate edu¬ 
cation about the tenible truth of 
the Holocaust. The same is true of 
ramsi, sexist homophobic and 
other bigoted speech. 

Bad speech provides a wonder- 
nu springboard for good speech, 
especially in tins age of lethargy. 

I am sending a contribution to 
the sponsors of the human rights 
rally across the border from 
Coeur D Alene. I will send con- 
Jnbuuons to any group that fights 
bigotry with free speech. I Sze 
everyone who hates Nazism and 
loves freedom of speech to do 
likewise.

dable tool to fight global crime 


W hen police in 

Luxembourg arrested a 
Nigerian national sus- 
P ected Mafficking in heroin 
from Thailand last year, they 
believed they had a workaday case 
of small-time smuggling. Purely 
** a matter of routine, they passed 
the -information along to Interpol 
headquarters here. 

Interpol analysts put the reparr 
together with data from other 
sources, and an unexpected pic¬ 
ture snapped into focus: a huge 
drug ring operating in more than 
30 countries across Africa, Central 
America, Asia, Europe and North 
America. 

Acting on Interpol’s evidence, 
police arrested additional -sus¬ 
pects, including a Nigerian drug 
lord now awaiting trial in 
Denmark, 

Moreover, Interpol's work pro¬ 
vided new material for an investiga¬ 
tion of what a US law enforcement 
agent describes as the drag world's 
hottest and most successful new 
method of distributing its products: 
the international postal system. . 

“They are smuggling through 
the mail such amounts as 500 
grams at a time, small compared 
to the huge amounts the cartels are 
used to shipping at one time” the 
US agent said. “But altogether, 
tons and tons are being mailed." - 
Key to Interpol’s success in the 
Luxembourg case were its vast 
computer data base and its ability - 
to link seemingly unrelated sus¬ 
pects from airline flight records, 
telephone numbers, ■ criminal ' 
records and code names. 

Such sophisticated crime detec¬ 
tion may be just what most 
Americans would expect from an 
international law. enforcement 
agency that gave rise to “The Man 
From Interpol," the James Bond- 
style television series that began m 

the 1960s. .. . 

For most of Interpol *s history, 
however, the reality has been for ' 
different • -r- 

UNTIL relatively recently, 
Interpol — or, formally, - the 
International Criminal Police 
Organization — was best known 
among law enforcement experts 
for its outdated technology, 
labyrinthine bureaucracy and 
unreliable protection of sensitive 
intelligence information.. 

“Frankly, it was embarrassing 
and not quite relevant to the needs 
of law enforcement around the 
world,” says Peter J. Nevitt, a for¬ 
mer British police official who 
directs Interpol’s information and 
technology department 
Interpol was so for behind foe 
curve technologically that it was 
still using Morse code as recently 
as a few years ago to commu ni cate • 
with some member countries in 
the developing world. 

Only after a decade of some¬ 
times painful reform was Interpol. 


turned into a formidable instru¬ 
ment for combating global crime. 

Some experts «ty its newfound 
capabilities may be on lire tine 
when Interpol’s member nations 
choose a new chief, perhaps as 
eady as next year. The candidates 
as of now are Michel Richardot, 
. bead of the French police acade- 
• my, and Ronald K. Noble, US 
Treasury undersecretary for 
enforcement during the first 
Clinton administration. 

' Under foe leadership of a veter¬ 
an police official fromScotland 
Yard, Interpol has brought its tech¬ 
nological capabilities up to date, 
streamlined its operations 
tightened its security. 

Now, more than 150 of 
Interpol’s 177 member nations are 
linked by computer in the world’s 
roost extensive law enforcement 
communications network. 

By the end of 1998, Nevitt said, 
all Interpol members will be con¬ 
nected to “the world's first quali¬ 
fied, folly equipped international 
communications network, capable 
of sending messages throughout 
the world in 120 seconds." 

As a result of these and other 
changes, Interpol now enjoys con¬ 
siderable trust and cooperation 
from law enforcement agencies in 
foe major countries that once paid 
lip service to foe idea of the orga¬ 
nization, but in reality kept it at 
arm's length. 

Indeed, with international crime 
increasing sharply as the economy 
goes global, many experts regard 
Interpol as vital in bringing not 
only drug smugglers but also such 
transnational c riminals as fraud 
artists. money. laundereis, 
pedophiles and computer crooks 
to justice. . 

. Political fugitives also find their 
way onto Interpol’s radar scope. In 
November, as a. result of an 
Interpol request fromBangladesh. 
agents from .foe _ FBF and. foe 
Inuiigratioq * and ‘ Natural izati^i 
Service arrested AJC.M. 
Mohuiddin Ahamed-.in Los- 
Angeles in connection with die 
1975 killing of the country’s pres¬ 
ident, Sheik MujRrar Rahman, and 
various other officials during a 
military coup. 

Interpol traced Ahamed to Los 
Angeles,, where he was arrested at 
an INS office while seeking an 
extension of his US visa. After his 
arrest, Ahamed. a former 
Bangladeshi ambassador to Iraq 
who arrived in the US in July 
1996, : acknowledged being 
involved in the killings. . 

. After an appeal far political asy¬ 
lum was dented, Ahamed posted a 
$15,000 bond in Los Angeles and 
was set free. The INS is now seek¬ 
ing to deport him. 

Interpol has also played a key 
role in locating missing persons, 
especially children. It was Interpol 
agents who located 8-year-old 
Crystal Learm Anzaldi, who had 
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disappeared from her San Diego 
home when sbe was 14 months old. 

The giri was located in Puerto 
Rico in October, living with a 
woman who claimed to be her 
mother, after Interpol agents inves¬ 
tigating^ case of suspected child 
abu^qiaiched bear, with a picture 
they found on an Internet site oper¬ 
ated by the National Center for 
Missing and Exploited Children. 

THE Vienna, Austria-based 
International Criminal Police 
Commission, Interpol’s predeces¬ 
sor, was essentially a European 
organization, one of whose 
bureaus had foe ominous task of 
handling “foe Gypsy nuisance.” 

When Germany overran Austria 
in 1938, it moved foe agency to 
Berlin and tamed it into an arm of 
the Gestapo, with its files avail¬ 
able for. tracking down Jews, 
Gypsies and homosexuals. 

After the war police officials 
meeting in Brussels, Belgium, 
revived foe 1CPC, renamed it foe 
International Criminal Police 
Organization and moved its bead- 
quarters to Paris. 

They chose-“Interpol” as its tele¬ 
graphic address, and the word 
became synonymous with foe 
organization. 
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For many years, however, 
although it occasionally provided 
data that helped law enforcement 
agencies around the world. 
Interpol languished under foe tight 
control of the French, who operat¬ 
ed it, qs though it were part of foe 
French, goyerpiiipnt buga ugagy. 

FentoqBtesleri aBritishutfomey 
and longtime student of Interpol, 
. wrote in a 1992 book of “the dead 
hand of the French bureaucracy," 
the “widespread dissatisfaction 
with foe increased slowness of the 
organization” and “its shortage of 
modem equipment" 

Some member nations, including 
foe US, believed that French domi¬ 
nation undercut Interpol’s status as 
a truly international body. The 
French had even managed to have 
inserted into Interpol’s constitution 
a line stipulating that the secretary- 
general “should preferably be a 
national of the country in which the 
seat of foe organization is situated.” 

Not until 1985. when the US led 
a rebellion against French domina¬ 
tion, did Interpol elect Raymond 
Kendall of Scotland Yard to be its 
first non-French secretary-general 
since foe war. A French newspaper 
referred to Kendall’s election as an 
“Anglo-American takeover." 

Kendall moved Interpol's head¬ 


quarters to an ultramodern, six- 
story glass structure along the 
Rhone River in Lyons and initiat¬ 
ed a $25 million high-tech devel¬ 
opment program.

With aid from foe US and sever¬ 
al other governments, Interpol con¬ 
tributed about $5.5 million worth 



of computers, modems and other 
gear to more than 100 countries. 

Today foe building's high-wire 
fence, guards, locks and metal 
detectors reflect more than tighter 
security. They symbolize the 
changed attitudes within the orga¬ 
nization. 

Even the headquarters’ winding 
hallways contribute to Interpol’s 
new focus. The walls are lined 
with photographs, each bearing a 
color tab: red for murderers, terror¬ 
ists and persons wanted for other 
major crimes; blue for persons 
about whom Interpol or a member 
nation seeks a location and addi¬ 
tional information; green for per¬ 
sons suspected of involvement m 
international criminal activity; yel¬ 
low for missing persons, and black 
for an unidentified corpse. 

Interpol's “red notices," which 
signify that a member nation 
seeks the suspect's apprehension 
and extradition, have contributed 
to die arrest of several of the 
world’s most wanted. Among 
them: Carlos foe Jackal, the 
Venezuelan terrorist nabbed in 
Sudan in 1994. and Ira Einbom, 
known as foe “hippie killer," con¬ 
victed of murdering his girlfriend 
in Philadelphia in 1977. 

Einhoro was arrested last June in 


a farmhouse m southern France 
after information his Swedish wife 
provided for a driver’s license was 
spotted by an agent on an Interpol 
database. But a French court set 
him free last month rather than 
extradite him to foe US, where, 
- according to his French lawyer, 
foe American justice system 
would not have treated him fairly. 

A red notice posted in July at foe 
request of British authorities got 
even quicker results. The subject 
was a bartender wanted in connec¬ 
tion with foe murder of his pub’s 
owner. 

Interpol’s Washington office, 
tracking financial records, traced 
the man to Colorado and alerted 
foe Colorado Bureau of 
Investigation to a man with a glass 
eye and an Australian accent. 

Hours later, a highway patrol¬ 
man recognized the suspect after 
stopping him for speeding 90 mph 
on a motorcycle in rural northeast¬ 
ers Colorado. 

“It’s foe land of case that shows 
the value of instantaneous com¬ 
munications and cooperation that 
Interpol brings to international law 
enforcement,” said John Imoff, a 
22-year FBI veteran who heads 
Interpol’s Washington office.

Yes, 1 knew Dr Spock was 
only human and flawed like the 
rest of us. But I couldn't help it. 

1 expected more from a man I've 
been depending on to help shape 
my child's character.

.And when you look to some- 
ert for moral and religious 
direction, inevitably your stan¬ 
dards rise even higher. That is 
w hy we are so hard, for instance, 
on rabbis, ministers, or other 
spiritual leaders who are caught 
lying, cheating, or stealing. 

Freud (who gave lots of peo¬ 
ple advice on how to conduct 
iheir lives but wasn’t exactly a 
paragon of stability himself) 


Child Care was celebrated, and 
many people looked back and 
appreciated what Dr. Spock 
brought to the business of child¬ 
raising. True, he took a lot of 
heat for being a traditionalist - 
after all. any advice given in the 
1950s wouid look fairly politi¬ 
cally incorrect in the ’90s. But 
the truth is that he was never 
afraid to correct himself or 
revise his books. 

His advice was always 
straightforward, to the point, 
and gave you the information 
you needed. Though he pio¬ 
neered a more ‘’child-centric'’ 
approach to family life, he never 
forgot that parents were people, 
loo, and that when caring for an 
infant, toddler or older child a 
balance must be struck between 
the needs of the offspring and 
the needs of the parent. 

What I liked best about Dr. 
Spock is that he always urged 
parents to ’’trust your instincts.” 
There were no definitive right or 
wrong answers. He also always 
stressed that there was no better 
formula for raising happy secure 
kids than to show them as much 
love and affection as possible. 

So. he was a little bit troubled 
and flaky in his old age. So what? 
That won't lessen the contribution! 
he made to my life and the lives of 
other nervous first-time parents. 

Rest in peace. Dr. Spock. You 
will always have a place on my 
bookshelf. You may be gone, but 
you will not be forgotten.

Dear Tied in Knots, 

Before dealing with the technical side of your prob¬ 
lem, you must first untie the internal knots which are 
preventing you from seeing your options.

As long as your own wavering remains, 
your wife will constitute an obstacle. As 
soon as you are at peace with your deci¬ 
sion to meet with your previous family, 
your wife will have no alternative but to 
acceptiL 

If you can reach some degree of internal 
peace on this score, the geography and finances will 
work themselves oul For one thing, it is not neces¬ 
sary to fly to Copenhagen. You can go by boat and 
train. For another, you might be able to get a loan - 
either from the bank or from another source - to 
finance the trip. A third possibility is to have your 
Danish family come to Israel, and stay in a nearby 
rented flat, rather than in a hotel. If you really wish to 
see your estranged children again, there is a way.

Gross domestic product for 
1997 rose by only 1.9 percent, 
while business product rose only 
15%, according to figures pub¬ 
lished yesterday by the Central 
Bureau of Statistics. 

The report is seen as another 
indicator that the recession is 
deepening. During the last quarter 
of ’97.-there was a worrying 
decline in growth rate, invest¬ 
ments, and die standard of living 
The CBS adjusted its '97 figures 
downward by 0.2%, following 
shrinking investments and signifi¬ 


cant slowdown in activities in the 
industrial and building sectors in 
lbe second half of the year. 

In previous estimates, published 
at the end of last year, the GDP 
rose 2.1%. 

Product per capita fell 05% last 
year, after rising 1.8% in ’96, and 
4.2% in '95. Product per capita 
amounted last year to NIS 58,000, 
which is $17,000 in fixed prices, 
similar to '96. 

The CBS notes that the decline 
in the product per capita is worri¬ 
some, since it rose 2% in industri¬ 


alized OECD countries. It has also 
become evident that per capita pri¬ 
vate con sumption rose only 0.9%' 
last year, compared to a 2.6% rise, 
and 4.6% rise in ‘96 and ’95 
respectively. 

Per capita consumer product 
consumption dropped 1.3% dur¬ 
ing this period, compared to a 
2.8% rise and a 13% rise respec¬ 
tively. General private consump¬ 
tion rose only 3.3%. compared to 
5.2% in '96 and 7.4% in '95. 

The figures indicate a worsening 
of economic activity in the last 


quarter, and a drop in investments. 

Business product rose in the last 
quarter at an annua! rate of only 
0.4%, while the GDP rose only 
1.2%. This represents the lowest 
growth level in recent years. 

Product per capita fell in the last 
quarter at an annual rate of 1.7%, 
compared to a fall of 0.7% in the 
previous quarter, and a standstill 
in the second quarter.

About .19.1 percent of the 
Palestinians in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip live below the poverty 
line because of volatile labor condi¬ 
tions caused by frequent closures, a 
Palestinian study raid yesterday. 

The study, carried out by the 
Palestinian Economics and Trade 
Ministry and fire World Bank, said 
that Palestinians’ economic condi¬ 
tions have worsened since the 
signing of the 1993 peace deals 
and economic protocols. 

The study said that “19.1% of 
the-2J> million Palestinian popula¬ 
tion live under the. poverty line, 
which means they get the equiva¬ 


lent of $650 annually or $2 per 
day.” 

“At the. same time. 500,000 
Palestinians In the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip live on the poverty 
line,” it said. 

Closures were the main reason 
for the slowdown in the 
Palestinian private sector and 
labor market, the study said. 

Since 1993, Israel has frequent¬ 
ly sealed off the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip in response to suicide 
bombings. The closures, which 
restrict the movement of goods 
and people, have occasionally 
been eased, but never lifted com¬ 
pletely. 

Tens of thousands of Palestinians 


who worked in Israel have been 
affected by the closures. The num¬ 
ber of laborers working in Israel 
(bopped from 116,000 ill 1993 to 
28,000 in 1997. 

The study said that unemploy¬ 
ment in the West Bank and Gaza 
has almost doubled since 1993, 
rising to 28-4% in 1997 from 
18-2% in 1995. World Bank offi¬ 
cials said the rate is considered to 
be among the highest in the world. 

The frequent closures have also 
pushed up the cost of transporting 
goods and pushed down the vol¬ 
ume and value of trade. Between 
1992 and 1995, revenues fell to 
48% of gross national product 
from 61%, and exports dropped 


from 14% of GNP to 12%, the 
study said. 

Maj.-Gen. Ya’acov On, IDF 
coordinator in the territories, told 
the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defense Committee yesterday that 
the economic situation has 
improved in the territories, 
although it is still not satisfactory. 

He said there is no limit on the 
number of Palestinian workers 
entering Israel and there is 
increased trade between Israel and 
the autonomous areas. The 
improved feeling of well-being can 
reduce the ability of terror organiza¬ 
tions to recruit activists, Orr said.

If Israel does not move quickly 
to drastically reduce the numbers 
of legal and’ illegal foreign work¬ 
ers the country will soon face a sit¬ 
uation like that posed by the enor¬ 
mous influx of Turkish workers to 
Germany, according to 
Employment Service Director- 
General Moshe Dimri. 

“The Israeli economy is addict¬ 
ed to this [foreign labor], and it 
won’t be easy to wean us of it,” 
said Dimri. “The damage being 
caused here - socially, economi¬ 
cally and even from a security per¬ 
spective - as a result of the some 
10 percent of the workforce being 
foreign is enormous. If there is no 
firm, courageous and clear policy, 
I fear that' in another 10 years 
we’U see one million foreign 
workers in Israel. They will bring 
their wives, and their children will 
be bran here.” 

Israelis are becoming increas¬ 
ingly alienated from and resentful 
of the foreign workers, lie said. 

Asked if this could lead to type of 
scenes of violence witnessed against 


Turkish workers in Germany, he 
replied “absolutely yes.” 

“We are seeing [among the for¬ 
eign workers] alcoholism, drug- 
taking, theft, prostitution and even 
incidents of rape,” added Dimri. 

The Labor and Social Affairs 
Ministry, together with the 
Employment Service, are calling 
for: 

• A reduction in the numbers of 
workers from 10% of the workforce 
to 1%, “the sooner the better” 

• A widespread program for the 
extradition of illegal workers, 
done as “humanely as possible,’-’ 
so as not to create diplomatic inci¬ 
dents with the workers’ countries 
of origin. 

• Increasing fines for employers 
of illegal workers from NIS 2,500 
to NIS 50,000. 

“In order to replace the foreign 
workers we are prepared to 
increase the number of 
Palestinians workers from the cur¬ 
rent 50,000 to 100,000,” said 
Dimri. “The Employment Service 
in the [Palestinian Authority] is 
working very closely with us on 
this”

It won’t be possible to privatize 
El Al as long as the issues of 
Shabbat flights and security 
arrangements aren't resolved, 
Knesset Economics Committee 
Chairman MK Avi Yehezkel 
(Labor) said yesterday. 

“Until a decision is made on 
both issues, it won’t be possible to 
sell El Al to private investors. No 
owners will enter into such a 
deal,” he said. 

Cuirently the General Security 
Service is responsible for security. 

Yehezkel. who was speaking at a 
committee discussion on the priva¬ 
tization of the airiine, said he did 
not believe the privatization could 
lake place for another two years, 
under a different government 
He said the process must take 
into account the workers in all of 
its phases. The ministerial com¬ 
mittee on privatization is to con¬ 
vene next week to consider new 
proposals for the sale of El Al. 

A compromise solution to the 
Shabbat problem is to sell 49 per¬ 
cent of the company on the stock 
exchange, thus leaving govern¬ 
ment control of the airiine and 
putting off the decision on 
Shabbat flights. 

In his first appearance before the 
committee. Transport Minister 
Shaii! Yahaiom said he wants to 
advance the privatization of El Al 
under this government and to 
begin the process this year. 

However, he said, the process 
must be carried out while ensuring 
several things. First, he said, $180 
million must be found to compen¬ 
sate workers. 

The privatization should also be 
carried out via the Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange, and not sold to private 
investors, in order to prevent con¬ 
trol of the airiine by a few wealthy 
families or institutions which can 
buy almost any company offered 
for sale, he said. “This would not 
be good for El Al,” he said, accord¬ 
ing to a protocol of the session. 

Finally, he said, the government 
should make a decision to sell 
only 49% ai the first stage and to 
keep 51 % for at least two years. 

This will ensure the preservation 
of the national nature of the airline 
and ensure the two principles this 
entails as the nation’s airiine: no 
Shabbat flights and security. 

“El Al will remain a symbol of 
the country and an important prin¬ 
ciple of Judaism is Shabbat,” 
Yahaiom said. “This privatization 
is hardly a privatization,” 
Yehezkel said in response. 

El Al director-general Yoel 
Feldschuh said the proposal sug¬ 
gested by Yahaiom “is exceilenr” 
and will help rum El Al into a 
business-oriented company that 
can compete in the world market 
Israel should follow fee example 
of other countries which have pri¬ 
vatized national airlines, he said.

Authority director-general Tzipi 
Livni noted that the original propos¬ 
al submitted to the government was 
for the sale of ail its shares in El Al. 

She said she supports 
Yahalom’s proposal and would 
work to bring it before the minis¬ 
terial committee.

Surfing toward a master’s 

Bending to meet the needs of corporations that can't spare executives for long 
absences, top American colleges are offering advanced studies online

W hen Leo Burned Co. 
ad executive Alain 
Groenendaal got his 
MBA from Duke University, he 
spent just five weeks on the col¬ 
lege’s North Carolina campus. 
Classmates from Poland and 
China did the same. 

The executives used the 
Internet to discuss projects, chat 
with professors and take the tests 
needed to earn a Master of 
Business Administration degree. 
Groenendaal, who travels fre¬ 
quently from his office in Brazil, 
often put his ideas on Duke’s Web 
page before a business trip and 
got feedback from classmates by 
die time be landed. 

Duke and other top colleges like 
Stanford University are making 
advanced degrees available 
online, bending to corporations 
that can’t spare executives for 
long absences. 

AT&T Corp.. Texas Instruments 
Inc. and others welcome Internet 
education because it makes better 
use of the $10 billion a year they 
spend to shuttle employees to 
training programs and pay for 
time lost from work. “In the 
Industrial Age, we went to school. 
In the Information Age, school 
comes to us,” said Andy DiPaolo, 
assistant dean of engineering at 
Palo Alto, California-based 
Stanford, which offers a master’s 
in engineering on the Net 
With US unemployment at 4.6 
percent, the lowest in a quarter 
century, keeping workers on the 
job while they get more education 
is crucial. Each person who leaves 
a company costs his former 
employer $50,000 in lost produc¬ 
tivity and training, said Challenger 
Gray & Christmas, which aids in 
employment searches. 

“The people we’re tracking as 
leaders have a lot of opportunities. 
If we don’t invest in intriguing pro¬ 
grams, they’ll look elsewhere,” 
said Dennis Gay, director of human 
resources development at Sea Land 
Corp., a subsidiary of CSX Corp. 
Some Sea Land executives are 
pursuing Duke’s online MBA. 

Spotting the need, many univer¬ 
sities are pushing to get online. 
Duke spent $1 million to develop 
the Fuqua School of Business

Global Executive MBA Program. 
Ohio University's College of 
Business offers an “MBA Without 
Boundaries.” 

Net-based education is proving 
lucrative for the pioneers. Shares 
of Apollo Group Inc., whose 
University of Phoenix lets stu¬ 
dents get MBAs and other degrees 
online, have almost doubled in the 
past 12 months from around 24 
last March to 46 in recent trading. 
Apollo.'s sales rose 32 percent to: 
$279.2 million last year.. 

Attendance at the University of 
Phoenix's online education pro¬ 
gram has as much as doubled in 


recent years, compared with 20% 
increases for its more traditional 
night-school courses. 

AT&T encourages its employees 
to get MBAs at die University of 
Phoenix. In addition, AT&T work¬ 
ers can get credit for courses they 
take at the company when they 
enroll at the university. 

At Texas Instruments, about 
7,000 employees are taking online 
courses, and, a handful are .getting, 
MBAS.’. * 

“It’s beert.wonderful to-pmvufc 
training anytime, anywhere,” sard' 
Linda Smittle, a human resources 
manager at the Dallas-based 


maker of semiconductors and 
other electronics. 

A challenge for online universi¬ 
ties is making sore students don't 
feel isolated sitting at home with 
their computers. One of tbe attrac¬ 
tions of business school is develop¬ 
ing a network of contacts. Students 
at Northwestern University’s. JJL 
Kellogg Graduate School of 
Management get together almost 
every Friday for the ‘T.G.’VCsfaqrt 
for Thank God It's Friday^ftuxeg 
where they eat; drink : anid; : mmgje 
with each other and foe faculty. ' 1 

Ohio University still relies on 
some face-to-face work. During 


its two-year MBA program, stu¬ 
dents do three week-long “resi¬ 
dencies" and three long weekends 
on campus. Duke students must do 
five residential sessions during me 
program, two at Duke's Durham 
campus. 

Technology has made online 
education much richer than die 

correspondence courses of times 

past Office hours with professors 
are held in Internet chat rooms at 
predetermined times. Ohio 
University is using Microsoft 
Corp.'s Net Meeting software to 
create videoconferences among 
students. Stanford videotapes 
some lectures so a student can 
view them online. 

Richard Staeiin, managing 
director of the Duke online MBA 
program, said so-called distance 
ed u cati on must have a blend of 
regular classroom sessions and 
Internet learning. “Students and 
teachers may be in different .time 
zones,” he said. “There are times 
when it’s very lonely out there." 

That was true for Geoff Peters. 
The vice president at shipping 
company Sea Land said he strug¬ 
gled with tbe Duke curriculum at 
first because he couldn’t get 
immediate answers to questions 
on course work, the way he could 
have in a classroom. Then, be real¬ 
ized that foe system wasn’t that 
different from work. Peters com¬ 
municates with Sea Land offices 
around foe world, often waiting 
until foe next morning to get 
replies. 

Electronic education “closely 
replicates real life,” said Peters, 
who chose to get his MBA online 
because he knew the company 
might ask him to move in the midst 
of the degree. He was right. Sea 
l ^ind transferred him to Holland 
from Charlotte, North Carolina, at 
the end of his first term. 

Professors say online MBA pro¬ 
grams quickly weed out people 
who aren’t motivated. With less 
structure than classroom pro¬ 
grams, it can be hard for students 
to meet deadlines. The wealth of 
information on foe Internet also is 
changing foe quality and focus of 
students-’ work, professors say. “I 
se er-roo rer papers rich on content 
aBd^gxgrti^g ffl fcept.” said Patrick 
Duparcq. a adjunct professor at 
Northwestern’s Kelloee.

The dawn of a global era 

The imminent exchange-rate liberalization, which would allow institutional investors to 
invest abroad, is likely to revolutionize the way fund managers oversee our money

T he names of Kimberly- 
Clark, Zeneca Group, 
Sumitomo Bank and 
Mannesmann probably mean very 
little to local investment man¬ 
agers. But this situation may 
change very soon. 

The implementation of a new 
series of foreign-currency reforms 
would force executives of large 
institutional investors not only to 
recognize these names, but also to 
follow their performances closely. 

Currently, most institutional 
investors may be well aware of the 
fact that the list above is com¬ 
prised of some of the largest world 
conglomerates, but they probably 
don’t realize that shares of these 
companies were leading the gains 
and losses of the New York. 
London, Tokyo and Frankfurt 
stock markets last week. 

Major announcements made by 
any of the international leading 
conglomerates may. in the future, 
have a direct impact on the results 
presented by all local institutional 
investors. The change may take 
place as soon as foe coming 
Independence Day with foe 
announcement of foreign currency 
reforms. The exchange-rate liber¬ 
alization is expected to include, 
among other things, a permission 
for institutional investors to invest 
5 percent of their assets in over¬ 
seas markets. 

Five percent might seem too 
insignificant to actually lead to a 
real change in the investment pol¬ 
icy of large local investors, but the 
move is seen by some analysts as 
the first step toward a new era. An 
era in which local funds, who 
mange billions of shekels, would 
have to compare possible returns 
on investments in foe local market 
with those obtained by investing 
abroad. 

If this result is achieved, it will 
indirectly affect almost each and 
everyone of us, as most Israelis 
handle a large part of their savings 
through those investment funds. 
Those who allocate pan of their 
monthly salaries to pension fends, 
provident funds and insurance 


companies would benefit from the 
liberalization. 

The first step toward raising the 
activity of local bodies abroad 
was taken earlier this year when 
provident funds were granted per¬ 
mission to raise their investments 
overseas from 2% to 5%. 
Insurance companies and pen¬ 
sions funds, which are not 
allowed currently to invest over¬ 
seas. are expected to receive a 
similar approval in foe near 
future. In addition, mutual funds 
would be allowed to raise their 
holdings out of Israel from 20% 
10 100%. 

In the past, foe main obstacle 
preventing local companies from 
investing abroad was taxes. Most 
institutions were required to pay 
taxes equivalent to 35% of their 
profits on these investments. 
Despite the fact that in many cases 
investments abroad generated 
higher returns, even after taxation, 
than investments in the local mar¬ 
ket. most institutional investors 
used foe this as an excuse to 


refrain from investing abroad. 

Now it seems that the liberaliza¬ 
tion of exchange controls will also 
include a lifting or lowering of foe 
those taxes - a step which is likely 
to lead to a real change in institu¬ 
tional investment strategy. 

ONE OF the first companies to 
realize foe potential of the regula¬ 
tory changes was Ofek Securities 
and Investments. which 
announced last week foe opening 
of a special department for over¬ 
seas investments. 

“The liberalization of the for¬ 
eign-currency regime creates con¬ 
ditions which would allow die 
Israeli economy to benefit from 
the globalization process in much 
the same way it did when foreign 
investors entered into the local 
market,” said Nitza Rousso- 
Shiauber, CEO of Ofek. 

There is a general consensus 
today that foe entrance of the big 
international investment houses 
dining the last few years led to a 
real revolution in foe field of equi¬ 


ty research. The whole industry 
changed drastically following the 
introduction of analyses methods 
and management tools used by 
foreign investors. 

Rousso-Shtauber believes that 
foe market would continue to 
make progress with foe introduc¬ 
tion of investment abroad. “The 
liberalization has elements that 
will ram foe market into a more 
healthy one. It will rum foe market 
into an open and competitive 
one.” she said. “The public's port¬ 
folio is not diversified enough. We 
hope that this will lead to a situa¬ 
tion in which foe portfolio of the 
institutional and private investors 
will be more diversified." 

Institutional investors mange cur¬ 
rently an estimated NIS 150 billion. 
If 5% - NIS 7.5b. - of this sum goes 
into investments abroad, foe market 
is expected to change drastically. 

ft b well known foal portfolio 
mangers and investment mangers 
tend to focus on the local market 
rather than on foe international one. 
but Rousso-Shtauber believes that 


local investors would still look 
abroad because the process allows 
for higher returns and reduced risks. 

She says that another positive 
outcome of such a move is that 
investors would raise their equity 
holdings. The local institutional 
investors, which are known to be 
very conservative, hold only 18% 
of their assets in stocks, compared 
with more than 50% held by for¬ 
eign institutions. 

Another major advantage is that 
investing abroad would grant 
investors higher flexibility as the 
markets abroad offer higher liq¬ 
uidity and lower volatility. 

Rousso-Shtauber believes that in 
the long ran this will also lead to a 
situation in which part of foe pub¬ 
lic will be able to overcome the 
traumatic memories connected to 
the collapse of the Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange, and return once more 
to invest in stocks. 

Perhaps this is only wishful 
thinking, but as Mao Tse-Tung 
once said “even foe longest march 
starts wifo one little step ”

Israeli stocks dropped, with Gal 
Electronics Industries declining 
after reporting a loss in the fourth 
quarter compared with a profit in 
the year-earlier period. 

Gal Electronics, which has 
holdings in technology-based 
industries, declined 1.8 percent to 
NIS 547, pulling down the Maof 
Index of the 25 largest companies 
0.31% to 308.40. 

The company said it lost NIS 7.1 
million, or 1.92 shekels a share, in 
the fourth quarter because of a 
one-time charge for the sale of a 
stake in Mennen Medical and 
lower revenue. 

‘The size of the loss was unex¬ 
pected," said Ephraim Steinbruch, 
an analyst at Ofek Securities and 
Investments. 

Gal Electronics didn't include 
some of its subsidiaries in its rev¬ 
enue statement as h “prepares itself 
to sell a large part of its holdings.” 

Executives at parent Gal Israel 
bave said they want to sell smaller 
and unprofitable businesses to 
focus on investment banking, 
insurance, tourism and real estate. 

The Tel Aviv-100 Index lost 
0.22%. to 295.89. Across the Tel 
Aviv Stock Exchange, NIS 
254.1m. of shares were traded, 6% 
more than the month’s average. 

Israel Discount Bank, the most 
active issue with NTS 34.9m. in 
transactions, gained 1 -5% to 3.99. 
Israel's third-largest bank rose for 
the sixth day. 

Bank Hapoalim and Bank 
Leumi, among the leading dec lin¬ 


ers, slipped from record highs. 
Bank Hapoalim. the hugest bank, 
dropped 0.4% percent to 9.16 and 
Bank Leumi. the second-largest 
bank, shed 0.8% to 6.64. 

Formula Systems lost 2.4% to 
1173. The software house said 
Sunday it agreed to purchase 
800.000 new shares of Magic 
Software Enterprises for $4 mil¬ 
lion and got an option to buy 
263% of die maker of program¬ 
ming software through the pur¬ 
chase of additional new shares, 
and gain control of the board.

The UK’s benchmark FT-SE 
100 Index rose 2.8 points to 
5785.1. A rally by mobile phone 
network operator Orange Pic, was 
canceled out by dec lining drug 
stocks, which fell after Goldman. 
Sachs & Co. cut their 1998 earn¬ 
ings estimates for four of the 
seven members of the FT-SE 


Pharmaceutical sub-index. 

SmithKline Beecbam Pic and 
Zeneca Group Pic were both also 
cut to "market perform” from 
“market outperform” by the bro¬ 
kerage.

Yen declines on concern about Japan’s economy 


The dollar rose to a two-month 
high against the yen yesterday, 
reversing Friday’s decline, amid 
renewed concern that Japan won’t 
take the necessary steps to keep its 
economy from slipping into reces¬ 
sion. 

Japan's Finance Minister Hikaru 
Matsunaga said he isn’t consider¬ 
ing an extra budget to lift the 
economy, and senior ruling 
Liberal Democratic Party official 
Seiroku Kajiyama said credit 
research shows 2 0 or more 
Japanese banks may have liabili¬ 
ties exceeding assets. 

“The market is looking at how 
bad the situation is in Japan and’ 
how much it needs to do to get 
back on track." said Fernando 
Medina, senior currency trader at 
Banco Atlantico in New York. 
“We should see the dollar easily 


break 130 yen this week." 

The dollar rose as high as 129.80 
yen, its highest since January 20. 
when it reached 129.82 yen. It was 
at 129.64 yen, up from 128.25 late 
Friday in London. 

The US currency rose to 1.8211 
marks, from 1.8180 Friday in 
London, after a report German 
wholesale prices were unchanged 
in February from January, reinforc¬ 
ing perceptions inflation remains 
benign and German interest rales 
won't rise. The dollar fell against 
the mark and yen Friday after alle¬ 
gations of sexual misconduct by 
US President Bill Clinton resur- 
■ faced. The allegations were 
brushed aade by traders, however,- 
as they chose to focus on the vigor 
of the US economy compared with 
weakness in Germany and Japan.

Baseball waits with baited breath 
as Rupert Murdoch 
takes control of the Dodgers 


Buzzer-beater lifts Hea 


On Thursday, Rupert 
Murdoch's Fox Group formally 
lakes control of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers. 

You can call Murdoch all sorts 
of things — and his competitors 
usually do — but 
irrelevant is 
never one of 
them. 

He jumped 
into pro football 
four years ago 
and changed the economics of 
that sport so profoundly that 
some owners axe still trying to 
figure out how to spend their 
windfall. Other owners, though, 
are still struggling with their 
bills. 

Last season, in the last year of 
a TV deal valued at $1.1 billion 
annually, the salary cap rose 
$700,000 per NFL team. Next 
season, in the first year of a new 
deal valued at $2.2b annually, 
the salary cap should rise about 
$7m per team to SSOitl 

No wonder not everybody in 
Major League Baseball wants to 
roll out the welcome carpet. 
Owners who have spoken out 
against Murdoch, such as San 
Francisco’s Peter Magowan and 
San Diego's John Moores, have 
specific gripes. Both will be in 
the National League West with 
Los Angeles, scared to death 
they will have to match its pay¬ 
roll. 

But economist Andrew 
Zimbalist, a Smith College pro¬ 
fessor who wrote Baseball and 
Billions . says owners have good 
reason to fear their newest busi¬ 
ness partner, even though 
Murdoch's $300m-plus purchase 
of the Dodgers drives up the value 
of every body's holdings. 

“Here is someone with no 
demonstrated understanding of 
the game. Someone who wasn't 
even in a culture where baseball 
was dominant, somebody who 
has a background of duplicity,’’ 
he told The Orange County 
Register. 

“Here is a person who will 
have a lot of control. It’s not the 
individual I'd want to give that

one’s spines. The Walt Disney 

_ _ Co. owns the

decades. The Atlanta Braves, 
once Ted Turner's summertime 
diversion, have now been folded 
into the vast Tune Warner Inc., 
empire. 

And while Turner has proven 
himself Murdoch’s equal — 
both as shameless promoter and 
ruthless media magnate — his 
membership in the owners' club 
inspires little scorn and even less 
concern. 

Not so with Murdoch. There 
are already jokes about likely 
Dodgers tie-ins with Fox shows 
— The X-Files delves into bat¬ 
ting slumps one week; The 
Simpsons take a crack at it the 
week after that 
Considering how deeply Fox 
is already invested in baseball 

— it paid $575m for a five-year 
national deal and is pan of local 
cable deals involving almost two 
dozen clubs — there is also con¬ 
siderable speculation about why 
Murdoch is buying the Dodgers. 

Some people think it's pan of 
a long-range plan to lower pro¬ 
gramming costs, others that it's a 
way to sell satellite TV subscrip¬ 
tions in Asia and South America 

— far-flung markets in which 
the Dodgers have fans. Still 
other people worry about less 
grandiose schemes. They see 
Murdoch with the ability to 
manipulate so many teams at . 
once — threatening to adjust | 
local TV revenue packages up 
and down — that he could 
arrange any trade almost any 
time the Dodgers want.

‘If Eagleson stays, we go’ 

Howe, Orr threaten to quit hockey Hall of Fame 
if former union head remains 


BOSTON (AP) — Gordie Howe, Bobby Orr and 
16 other members of the Hockey Hall of Fame say 
they will leave the sport’s shrine if it allows former 
union head Alan Eagleson to remain. 

A survey of 44 of the Hall’s 76 living members 
showed 18 said they would leave if Eagleson stayed, 
another 20 also wanted him oul five were non-com¬ 
mittal and one said he should stay. 

“They need a cranium operation to even think he 
belongs there," said Howe, the NHL’s second leading 
all-time scorer. "If they don’t understand die meaning 
of what the Hall of Fame should be, I don’t want any¬ 
thing to do with it" 

Eagleson, elected to the Hall in 19S9 in the 
“builder's" category, is serving an 18-month jail term 
in Ontario for defrauding Hockey Canada, the NHL, 
the NHL Players Association and Laban Breweries of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

The Hall’s 18-member board of directors is expect¬ 
ed to decide Eagleson's future in Toronto on March

UK tells ticketless fans to stay home 


LONDON i Reuters) - Britain's Sports Minister 
yesterday told thousands of ticketiess soccer fans 
to stay away from foe World Cup in France and 
warned them that French policemen "don't mess 
about." 

Tony Banks told the House of Commons that 
foe allocation of tickets for English and Scottish 
fans was "clearly inadequate” but held out little 
hope of any improvement. 

"If you haven't got a ticket for the World Cup 
finals, do not travel,” Banks insisted, repeating 
his warning several times. “The French police 
don't muck around and they’ve got very very 
strict rules about ticket-touting as well. So don’t 
risk it." 

Banks said foe government had backed the 
English Football Association in its efforts to 
secure more tickets for its 32.000 registered fans 


but explained: “In the end, of course, we can’t 
force FIFA or the French authorities to release 
more tickets." 

“There is a lot of dissatisfaction with foe alloca¬ 
tion and when England gets foe World Cup finals 
for 2006 it certainly won’t be repeated.” Banks 
said. “I would very much like to be able to wish 
up more tickets but unfortunately I can't do so.” 

But he added that he had not given up hope of 
persuading foe French authorities to recycle some 
of the tickets allocated originally to French fens. 

England supporters have been allocated only 
3.790 tickets for their first game against Tunisia, 
2.749 for their match against Romania and 2*589 
when they play Colombia. 

Banks reminded English fens - who still have a 
bad reputation for hooliganism in Europe - that 
(hey were ambassadors for their country and mis¬ 


behavior could handicap England’s bid for foe 
2006 finals. 

But he said the government bad been working 
closely with foe French authorities and promised: 
"As tong as our fans behave themselves there will 
be no difficulties.” He voiced concern over what 
he described as “scandalous” advertisements by 
travel companies for high-priced WorfiL Cup 
package trips and said no tickets for the'final 
rounds had yet been printed. 

Britain’s bid for 2006 was given a boost last 
week by FIFA president Joao Havelange, who 
met Prime Minister Tony Blair and gave his sup¬ 
port. 

Banks described Havelange as “a wily old 
politician" who made such remarks to his hosts in 
otter countries as well, but welcomed his support 
nonetheless.
